TO  MEMBERS  AND  FRIENDS  OF  THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE 


San  Francisco  enters  1952  with  full  confidence  in  its 
ability  and  that  of  the  nation  to  sustain  and  increase 
the  high  levels  of  business  prosperity  reached  during 
1951  and  at  the  same  time  prosecute,  successfully,  the 
defense  effort  which  is  gaining  such  momentum.  In 
this  two-fold  endeavor,  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  must  be  prepared  to  take  an  increasing 
measure  of  responsibility  throughout  1952.  We  have, 
in  this  organization,  the  men,  the  ability,  and  the  op- 
portunity to  add  vastly  to  the  progress  of  our  city  and 
of  the  entire  West. 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  there  are  troublesome  and 
complicated  times  ahead,  requiring  more  than  ever 
the  exercising  of  sound  judgment  and  good  sense  by  us 
all.  I  believe  that  our  Board  of  Directors,  incorporat- 
ing as  it  does  the  combined  business  acumen  of  a 
great  many  able  persons  of  divergent  interests,  has  an 
unusual  opportunity  during  the  next  twelve  months 
to  provide  dynamic  and  thoughtful  leadership  of  which 
San  Francisco  can  be  proud.

development  of  our  trade  relations  with  other  domestic 
areas. 

In  all  of  these  pursuits  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce  will  need  the  earnest  support  and  co- 
operation of  each  of  you.  I  therefore  sincerely  urge 
you  to  make  yoiu-self  an  active  part  of  this  worthwhile 
organization;  take  that  kind  of  real  interest  in  its 
activities  which  is  the  keystone  to  group  accomp- 
lishment.

Factory  Expansion 
Hits  $108  Million 

Twent.\-  -  five  new  industrial  projects 
started  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Region 
during  the  month  of  November  brought  the 
total  amount  invested  in  the  area's  indus- 
try for  the  first  11  months  of  1951  to  $108,- 
825,.534,  it  was  reported  this  week  by  the 
Chamber's  Industrial  Department. 

While  actual  development  during  the 
month  of  November  dropped  to  $1,920,059 
Irom  a  much  higher  previous  monthly  level, 
K.i,\  W.  TurnbuU,  Chairman  of  the  Cham- 
Ixi's  Industrial  Development  Committee, 
iiDted  that  matei'ial  shortages  and  construc- 
tion difficulties  have  hindered  development 
lo  some  extent.  Any  plant  postponements 
there  have  been  are  temporary,  he  said, 
and  indications  are  that  many  projects 
planned  for  the  latter  two  months  of  1951 
will  proceed  early  this  year. 

Of  the  25  new  projects  announced  or  be- 
gun in  November  in  the  12-county  area,  six 
were  new  plants  representing  a  capital 
investment  of  $200,000  and  24  were  ex- 
pansions of  existing  facilities  with  a  total 
investment  of  $1,720,059. 

Cumulative  statistics  for  1951  present  a 
more  realistic  analysis,  TurnbuU  said,  with 
the  11-month  totals  exceeding  the  entire 
year  of  1950  by  nearly  5  million  dollars.

'Daytime  Population'  Close  To  Million 

San  Francisco's  resident  population  is  now  approximately  790,000 — 14,600 
above  the  April  1,  1950  final  U.  S.  Census  figure  of  775,357 — according  to  an 
estimate  by  the  Chamber's  Research  Department. 

The  city's  population  increase  is  reflected  in  many  ways,  the  survey 
pointed  out,  but  "is  principally  due  to  the  city's  prominence  as  the  Nation's 
Western  Capital;  as  a  regional  management,  market,  production  and  recre- 
ation center;  and  as  a  center  for  world-renowned  educational  and  research 
— facilities."

duce market  is  now  located  in  the  event  a 
new  site  is  acquired,  was  set  as  a  "primarj- 
objective"  of  1952  for  the  Chamber's  Sites 
and  Buildings  Section  this  week.

The  report  further  stated  that  people 
with  regular  occupations  in  the  city,  living 
elsewhere  in  the  Bay  Area,  and  the  large 
number  of  people  who  come  here  for  busi- 
ness and  pleasure,  bring  the  average  two- 
way  pas.senger  trips  to  and  from  San  Fran- 
cisco to  over  190,000  daily.  Thus,  the  day- 
time population  average  is  close  to  one  mil- 
lion persons. 

San  Francisco  residents,  the  survey  con-

The  1950  U.  S.  Census  revealed  that  of 
the  775,357  persons  living  in  San  Francisco, 
13,700  were  babies  under  one  year;  75,700 
were  65  years  and  over;  and  there  were 
51,800  persons,  other  than  babies,  with  resi- 
dence of  less  than  one  .vear.  Persons  14 
years  and  over  accounted  for  645,000,  of 
which  373,900  were  in  the  labor  force.  Per- 
sons 25  >ears  and  over  accounted  for  548,- 
,500  or  71  per  cent  of  the  total  population. 
Persons  15  years  old — to  25  years  ac- 
counted for  90,200.  Approximately  75  per 
cent  of  the  population  are  of  voting  age.

New  Unemployment  Insurance  Rule  Now  In  Effect 


Chamber  Prcoident  W.  P.  Fuller,  III  this 
week  called  employers'  attention  to  the 
fact  that  their  participation  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  unemployment  insurance 
system  is  now  on  a  "personalized  basis" 
with  each  individual  employer  responsible 
for  taking  the  action  which  will  protect  his 
own  reserve  account. 

'One  of  the  factors  which  determine  an 
emplo.ver's  unemplo.vment  insurance  tax 
rate  is  the  amount  of  benefits  paid  to 
former  emplo.yees,"  Fuller  said.  "During  re- 
cent years,  if  a  claimant  had  been  dis- 
qualified for  having  voluntarily  quit  his 
most  recent  employment  without  good 
cause  or  because  he  had  been  discharged 
for  misconduct,  none  of  his  former  employ- 


ers was  charged  with  any  benefit  paid  sub- 
sequent to  disqualification. 

"Under  a  new  amendment,  which  went 
into  effect  January  1,  only  those  employers 
who  provide  intormation  leading  either  to  a 
disqualifieation  for  one  of  these  reasons  or 
to  a  ruling  that  employment  had  been 
terminated  for  either  reason,  will  be  re- 
lieved of  benefit  charges."

"Two-way  trade  between  Pakistan  and 
the  United  States  via  the  Port  of  San  Fran- 
cisco has  long  been  of  importance  and  will 
be  increasingly  so  as  industrial  expansion 
here  requires  still  larger  quantities  of  the 
many  products  available  in  Pakistan,"  said 
Mr.  Fuller  today. 

"Likewise,  San  Francisco's  importance  to 
Pakistan  will  expand  as  Pakistan's  indus- 
tries and  economy  grow."  he  added.

Chamber  President  Urges  Heavier  Attack 

S.F.Bay  Region  is  Booming    On    Business    Problems    By   Retail    Ass'n 
Chamber  Manager  Says 


San  FrancLsco  and  the  Bay  Region  arc 
at  the  boom  level  in  new  construction,  de- 
fense activities,  public  spending,  inventories 
and  prices,  but  industrial  development  must 
be  stepped  up  lo  keep  pace  with  that  of 
other  regions  of  the  country  and  to  assure 
employment  of  the  constantly  growing 
population  here,  according  to  G.  L.  Fox. 
general  manager  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Outlays  being  made  currently  in  the  im- 
mediate Ba.\'  Region  by  the  federal  govern- 
ment exceed  one-half  billion  dollars — about 
$378  million  for  defense  products  and  over 
$170  million  for  military  construction,  Fox 
declared.  But,  while  the  region  is  experi- 
encing a  high  level  of  industrial  develop- 
ment, it  is  not  yet  equal  to  that  of  "many 
other  areas." 

Speaking  at  a  luncheon  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Real  Estate  Board  held  last  Friday 
at  which  Alexander  Cutler  was  installed  as 
1952  Board  president.  Fox  said: 

"Competition  for  new  factories  is  un- 
precedentedly  keen.  The  Bay  Region  and 
California  as  a  whole  are  booming  toda>'. 
largely   because  of   the  defense  program —

Total  Personal  Income  amount- 
ed to  $251.3  billion,  segregated  into  sal- 
aries, wages  and  other  labor  income  $169.8 
billion;  proprietors'  and  rental  income  $49 
billion;  dividends  and  personal  interest  in- 
come .$20  billion;  and  transfer  payments 
$12.5  billion.  Disposable  personal  income 
amounted  to  $222.8  billion.  Personal  net 
savings  amounted  to  $18.5  billion  or  8.3% 
of  the  disposable  personal  income  in  1951. 
The  per  capita  disposable  personal  income 
(using  1951  prices)  in  1951  amounted  to 
$1,443  compared  to  $1,444  in  1950. 

Corporofions 

Corporate  profits  before  taxes  amounted 
to  $44.8  billion  in  1951  but  after  taxes  to 
$18.1  billion.  Federal  and  State  corporate 
income  and  excess  profits  tax  in  1951 
amounted  to  $26.7  billion  compared  to  $18.6 
bilhon  in  1950.  Dividend  payments  in  1951 
amounted  to  $9.5  billion  and  $9.2  billion  in 
1950;  and  undistributed  profits  to  $8.6  bil- 
lion in  1951  and  $13.6  billion  in  1950. 

Production 

Physical  production  of  industrial  goods 
in  1951  increased  9.59!'  over  1950;  manu- 
factures 9.6%;  minerals  11.5%;  and  agri- 
cultural 0.7%.

Business  expenditures  for  new  plant  and 
equipment  in  1951  amounted  to  $23.1  bil- 
lion compared  to  $17.8  billion  in  1950.

Stock  E.xchange  transactions  of  18.3  million 
shares  with  market  value  of  $229.3  million 
were  27.6'/f  higher  in  number  but  dropped 
11 'I  in  market  value.  Postal  receipts  of 
$28.9  million  were  up  19.6%.  Commercial 
failures  numbered  135  with  liabilities  of 
$3.9  million  compared  to  125  with  liabilities 
of  $4.7  million  last  ,\  car. 
Retail  Trade 

Retail  sales  in  San  Francisco,  reflecting 
the  expanding  local  market  and  rising  em- 
ployment in  1951,  are  expected  to  exceed 
$1.5  billion  when  final  records  are  available. 
San  Francisco  department  store  retail  sales 
during  1951  exceeded  1950  by  6%  and  ap- 
parel store  sales  by  4%. 
Construction 

Construction  permits  value  amounted  to 
$53.&  million  or  31.4'^,  below  1950,  the  all- 
time  high.  New  residential  permits  account. 
ing  for  $15.1  million  and  providing  for  1692 
dwelling  units  were  but  half  the  amount 
of  1950.  Non-residential  permits  value 
amounting  to  $21.3  million  were  off  one- 
third.  Additions,  alterations  and  repairs 
was  the  only  classification  to  top  1950  and 
amounted  to  $17.5  million,   an   increase  of

Real  Estate 

There  were  19,312  real  estate  deeds  re- 
corded in  1951  compared  to  21,705  a  year 
earlier.  Number  of  mortgages  and  deeds 
of  trust  were  off  10.1'r  and  amount  5.2':/. 
Employment 

End  of  year  employment  in  San  Francisco 
continued  to  reflect  the  upward  trend  in  the 
Metropolitan  Area.  Total  manufacturing 
remained  fairly  stable  but  employment  in 
shipbuilding  and  repairs  increased  as  it 
did  in  the  apparel  industry  in  preparation 
for  spring  merchandise.  During  1951,  40,440 
placements  were  reported  by  C.S.E.S.  offi- 
ces, or  23.7%  more  than  in  19.50.  Commer- 
cial placements  were  up  17.4%;  all  others 
26.1%.  Principal  shortages  at  the  end  of 
the  year  were:  stenographers,  typists,  elec- 
trical, mechanical  and  civil  engineers,  de- 
signers, draftsmen,  electricians,  machinists, 
linemen  and  radio  mechanics. 
Transportation 

Air,  rail  and  water  shipments  in  San 
Franci.sco  during  1951  were  substantially 
above  preceding  year  with  freight  car 
movements  up  6.7%  ;  revenue  tons  of  cargo 
5.2%  due  principally  to  heavy  export  move- 
ments; planes  in  and  out  of  San  Francisco 
Airport  23.7%.  Airport  pas.scnger  traffic  was 
up  23% ;  air  mail  737c ;  and  air  freight  9.1%. 


Utilities 

Electrical  energy  sales  attained  a  new 
high  of  8.6%  above  1950;  industrial  and 
commercial  gas  sales  al.so  were  at  new 
highs,  9.6'f  above  preceding  year.  Com- 
mercial and  industrial  water  consumption 
was  likewise  at  a  new  high  level,  2%  above 

1950  but  residential  water  consumption  was 
off  2%.. 

Living  Costs 

Consumer  prices  in  San  Francisco  during 

1951  were  8.1%  above  1950  based  on  the 
quarterly  averages  of  the  U.  S.  Department 
of  Labor.  Food  prices  were  up  11.3%;  ap- 
parel S.S'/r;  rent  8.1'; ;  house  furnishings 
8.2%;  fuel  electricity  and  ice  8.6'^;  and 
miscellaneous  4.8%.  The  December  15,  1951 
Index  for  All  Items  reached  an  all-time 
high  of  193.1  11935-1939=100).  Thus  the 
purchasing  power  of  the  dollar  in  San  Fran- 
cisco has  been  reduced  to  .52c  in  terms  of 
consumer  prices  in  December  in  relation  to 
the  1935-1939  dollar.

Population 

Final  U.  S.  Census  reports  reveal  the  Bay 
Region  (12  Counties)  population  amounted 
to  3,199,8.52  in  1950  or  an  increase  of  1,- 
133,761  or  54.9%  since  1940;  only  a  few 
States  experienced  .so  great  a  numerical 
increase.  The  Bay  Area  (9  Counties)  popu- 
lation amounted  to  2,681.322  or  947,014 
above  1940.  Population  of  the  Bay  Area  b.\' 
December  1952,  is  expected  by  the  P.  G.  & 
E.  to  reach  2,911,150  or  an  increase  of  229  - 
900  abo\'e  1950. 

Employment 

Estimated  civilian  employment  in  the 
San  Francisco  Metropolitan  Area  (6  coun- 
ties) in  December  amounted  to  1,003,900  or 
29,700  above  a  .\'ear  earlier.

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C  of  C  Urges  Wage 
Minimum  Retention

Chamber  Victory  In  CAB  Case  Preserves 
Air  Fare  Structure  Between  S.  F.  &  East 

Energetic  resistance  by  the  Transportation  Department  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  and  other  Pacific  Coast  groups  was  credited 
this  week  with  bringing  a  favorable  decision  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board 
in  the  long  drawn  out  West  Coast  Common  Fares  Case. 

Henry  Eickhoff,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Chamber's  Aviation  Department,  an- 
nounced that  the  CAB  has  rejected  a  decision  by  Examiner  F.  M.  Ruhlen 
that  fares  between  San  Francisco   and   the   east   be   at   least   five  per   cent 

higher  than  Los  Angeles  fares  because  of 
the  greater  mileage  involved. 

The  Board  also  rejected  Ruhlen's  recom- 
mendation that  fares  between  eastern 
points  and  intermediate  points  north  and 
south  of  San  Francisco  be  increased  sub- 
stantiall.v.  The  decision  means  that  smaller 
communities  will  continue  to  enjoy  the  same 
transcontinental  fares  as  the  major  cities — 
another  point  championed  by  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  and  other  groups. 

"The  Board  was  impressed  by  the  unity 
of  major  Pacific  Coast  cities  in  opposition 
to  any  change."  Eickhoff  said,  "and  by  the 
fact  that  the  air  lines  were  also  opposed." 
Walter  A.  Rohde,  manager  of  the  Cham- 
ber's transportation  department,  repre- 
sented San  Francisco's  interests  in  the  case 
which  Eickhoff  described  as  the  largest  fare 
case  ever  to  come  before  the  CAB. 

"The  decision  is  highly  gratifying  to  us," 
said  Rohde,  "as  it  not  only  preserves  our 
fare  structure  but  represents  a  victory  over 
the  Board's  staff,  attorneys  and  its  ex- 
aminer. 

"It  also  illustrates  the  value  of  oral  argu- 
ment before  the  members  of  a  regulatory 
liody  such  as  the  Board." 

Rohde  participated  in  the  oral  argument 
and  al.so  filed  extensive  briefs  o!i  behalf  of 
San  Francisco.

New  Income  Tax  Incentive 
For  Mineral  Exploration 

The  Chamber's  Mining  Committee  has 
taken  the  lead  in  the  Western  States  in 
urging  wider  dissemination  of  information 
aimed  at  stimulating  discovery  of  new  na- 
tural resources  vital  to  the  country's  econ- 
omy and  security. 

Phil  R.  Bradley,  Committee  Chairman, 
said  that  Section  342  of  the  Revenue  Act 
of  W5l  amended  the  Federal  Internal  Rev- 
enue Code  (Section  23)  by  stating  that  in 
computing  a  net  income,  e.xpenses  con- 
nected with  "ascertaining  the  existence,  lo- 
cation, extent  or  quality  of  any  deposit  of 
ore  or  other  mineral"  up  to  $75,000  are 
deductible. 

The  amendment,  which  the  Chamber  has

Continued  By  Chamber 

Plans  are  currently  being  studied  liy  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  through  the  Range 
Reclamation  Section  of  its  Agricultural 
Committee  as  to  how  to  aid  in  the  reclaim- 
ing of  18  million  or  more  acres  of  non- 
productive brush  land  in  California  by  way 
of  an  extensive  educational  campaign. 

Thor  W,  Christensen,  chairman  of  tlie 
special  agricultural  section  which  met  at 
the  Chamber  last  weel<.  declared  that  the 
agricultural  interests  of  the  State  "are 
100  per  cent   behind   range  improvement." 

"The  Chaml)er,"  he  said,  "is  undertaking 
few  projects  that  could  do  as  much  to  prove 
San  Francisco's  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
agriculture  and  to  cement  urban-rural  re- 
lations."

residential  value  dropped  by  more  than  a 
half.  In  January  there  were  534  permits 
amounting  to  $3,487,353  with  new  residen- 
tial accounting  for  74  permits  amounting 
to  $748,950  and  providing  for  82  dwelling 
units.  Of  these,  69  were  single-family;  six, 
two-family;  and  seven,  multi-family  units. 
New  non-residential  permits,  numbering  13, 
valued  at  $1,528,000.  Additions,  alterations 
and  repairs  permits  nimibercd  447  and 
amounted  to  $1,210,403.  Two-thirds  of  these 
were  non-residential. 

REAL  ESTATE 

There  were  1,416  real  estate  deeds  re- 
corded in  San  Francisco  in  January.  Mort- 
gages and  deeds  of  trust  were  fewer  in 
number  by  12.59<'  and  19.5%  lower  in 
amount  in  January,  according  to  the  Cali- 
fornia Pacific  Title  Insurance  Company. 

The  Multiple  Listing  Service  reports  234 
real  estate  sales  made  in  January  by  its 
members  and  were  valued  at  $3,113,560.  Of 
these,  191  were  homes;  42,  income  property. 
and  one,  a  vacant  lot.  Sales  in  the  Outer 
Mission  District  led  with  59;  Sunset  Dis- 
trict followed  with  39;  Ocean  Avenue  Dis- 
trict, with  33;  and  Richmond  District,  with 
31  sales, 

EMPLOYMENT 

Emplo>'ment  of  wage  and  salary  workers 
in  manufacturing  industries  in  January  in 
the  San  Francisco  Metropolitan  Area,  re- 
ported by  the  State  Department  of  Indus- 
trial Relations,  amounted  to  172,100  com- 
pared to  171.100  last  January.  Average 
weekly  earnings  of  production  and  related 
workers  were  $74.80 — up  5.6%.  Average 
hourly  earnings  amounted  to  $1.91  com- 
pared to  $1.79  last  year.  Average  hours 
worked  per  week  amounted  to  39.2  com- 
pared to  39.1  last  January. 

FINANCE 

San  Francisco  bank  debits,  clearings,  and 
number  of  shares  traded  on  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Stock  E.xchange  reached  new  highs 
for  January.  Postal  receipts  were  the  high- 
est since  January,  1948.  Bank  debits  of 
$3,074,362,000  were  $94,839,000  or  3.2 '/r 
above  last  year.  Bank  clearings  amounting 
to  $2,277,546,000  were  up  1.8%,  and  San 
Francisco  Stock  E.\change  transactions  of 
2,699,175  shares  were  up  28:44%. 

There  were  12  commercial  failures  in 
January  with  assets  of  .$70,633  and  liabil- 
ities of  $439,468  compared  to  seven  with 
assets  of  $17,638  and  liabilities  of  $32,587  a 
year  ago. 

TRADE 

San  Francisco  January  department  stoir 
sales  were  10%-  below  a  year  ago  but  set- 
tled less  than  most  cities  in  the  Twelfth 
Federal  Reserve  District.  Sales  in  the  San 


Francisco  Metropolitan  Area  were  off  11%  ; 
Central  Valley,  16%;  Northern  California, 
12%;  Los  Angeles,  17%;  Southern  Califor- 
nia. 17%;  and  in  the  Twelfth  District.  16%. 
San  Francisco  apparel  sales  were  off  12% ; 
Portland.  14%;  Seattle,  18%;  Los  Angeles 
downtown,  7% ;  and  the  Twelfth  District, 
8%. 

Final  reports  for  1951  Wholesale  sales  for 
the  nation  revealed  the  Pacific  Coast  and 
the  East  North  Central  States  led  all  geo- 
graphic regions  with  identical  gains  of  9% 
over  19.50  compared  to  7%  in  the  nation  as 
a  whole.  Pacific  Coast  sales  of  automotive 
supplies  were  up  16%;  electrical  group,  full 
line,  11%;  hardware,  12%;  industrial  sup- 
plies, 57% ;  machinery  and  equipment,  52% ; 
plumbing  and  heating,  24%;  jewelry,  4%; 
paper,  16% ;  drugs  and  sundries,  16%  gro- 
ceries, 4%;  meat  and  meat  products,  28%; 
and  tobacco,  4%. 

TRANSPORTATION 

Trends  in  the  San  Francisco  transporta- 
tion field  were  widely  divergent.  Airport 
traffic  soared  to  new  highs  in  January  and 
Port  revenue  tonnage  surpassed  last  year, 
but  rail  movements  made  the  lowest  Janu- 
ary level  in  17  years.  Freight  car  move- 
ments in  January  were  off  19.3%  (down  to 
13,606),  but  Port  of  San  Francisco  traffic 
was  up  4.7%  to  589.255  revenue  tons  with 
foreign  movements  accounting  for  nearly 
one-half  of  the  total — 2.3%'  above  last  year. 
Coastwise  movements,  although  relatively 
small,  were  2'/2  times  last  year.  January 
ship  arrivals  of  386  were  8.1%  above  a  year 
ago.  San  Francisco  Airport  January  sched- 
uled plane  traffic  was  up  22.1%  to  8,726  and 
passenger  traffic,  19%  to  117,292.  Airmail 
poundage  of  2.759,612  was  up  45.3%  and  air 
freight  poundage  of  3,046,203  was  up  22.4%. 
INTER-CITY  AND  INTER-STATE  TRAFFIC 

San  Francisco  Bay  Bridge  vehicle  cross- 
ings in  January  were  almost  identical  to  a 
jear  ago,  amounting  to  2.370.558.  Golden 
Gate  Bridge  crossings  of  742.055  were  3% 
above  last  year.  During  January,  24.965  out- 
of-State  passenger  cars  entered  Northern 
California  gateways. 

UTILITIES 

Electrical  energy  sales  in  January  were 
practically  identical  to  a  year  ago.  Indus- 
trial and  commercial  gas  sales  with  a  new 
Januar.\'  high  were  up  16.7%  over  last  year. 
Commercial  and  industrial  water  consump- 
tion was  up  5.2%  to  the  highest  January 


level  since  1948;  and  residential  water  con- 
sumption increased  2.3%. 

LIVING  COSTS 

The  December  15,  1951,  living  costs  Index 
for  San  Francisco  at  193.1  was  6.4%  above 
last  year  I  the  latest  available  information 
on  All  Items),  but  the  San  Francisco  retail 
food  price  Index  on  January  15  was  0.2% 
above  December  and  4.5%^  higher  than  last 
January.

Lands,  Development  Urged 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  has  made  a 
strong  move  to  insure  California  an  ade- 
quate oil  supply. 

Chamber  President  W.  P.  Fuller,  III,  in  a 
telegram  addressed  to  Senators  William  F. 
Knowland  and  Richard  M.  Nixon  reiterated 
the  Chamber's  stand  for  state  ownership  of 
submerged  lands. 

The  submerged  lands  off  California's 
coast  hold  oil  and  gas  potentials  which 
could  help  alleviate  a  large  current  short- 
ago  of  crude  oil,  he  said. 

Two  bills  may  be  taken  under  considera- 
tion by  the  Senate.  One  provides  for  state 
ownership  of  the  submerged  lands,  while 
the  second  does  not.  The  Chamber  favors 
legislation  which  relinquishes  all  claim  of 
the  federal  government  to  the  lands,  but 
feels  that  the  important  thing  at  this  time 
is  oil  development  work.

Chamber  Urges  Opposition  To  Legislation  Limiting 
Taxation  As  'Unsound'  For  The  National  Economy 


The  San  Francisco  Chamber  this  week 
reaffirmed  its  long-standing  oppostion  to 
a  Constitutional  amendment  establishing  a 
25  per  cent  ceiling  on  Federal  income,  es- 
tate and  gift  taxes. 

In  letters  to  all  members  of  the  San 
Francisco  delegption  in  the  California  State 
Legislature,  Chamber  President  W.  P.  Ful- 
ler, III,  urged  the  legislators  to  oppose  a 
bill  currently  before  them  providing  for  the 
petitioning  of  Congress  to  consider  the 
Constitutional  amendment. 

Introduced  March  5  in  the  1952  first  Ex- 
traordinary Session,  the  bills  are  known  as 
S.  J.  R.  1  and  A.  J.  R.  2. 

The  Chamber's  opposition  to  the  tax  ceil- 
ing is  based  chiefly  on  these  affirmations: 

( 1 )  There  is  no  assurance  that  Congress 
would  yield  to  the  demand  for  a  constitu- 
tional convention  or  if  it  did  that  the  re- 


sults would  be  in  line  with  the  objectives  of 
this  proposal. 

(2)  It  is  governmentally  unsound  to 
freeze  into  the  Constitution  any  provision 
the  effects  of  which  are  uncertain. 

(3)  Enforcement  of  the  limitation  could 
lead  to  the  enactment  of  other  taxes  which 
would  be  more  detrimental  to  the  nation's 
economy  than  the  present  system. 

1 4 )  The  probable  effect  on  revenues  could 
lead  to  crippling  the  governmental  struc- 
ture, undermining  its  credit  and  forcing  a 
dislocation  of  the  monetary  system. 

(5)  The  limitation  does  not  apply  to 
spending  or  borrowing  and  therefore 
neglects  the  basis  for  all  federal  taxation. 

(6)  There  are  other  methods  of  correct- 
ing defects  in  the  federal  tax  structure 
which  are  safer  and  more  certain.

Small  manufacturers  of  Class  B  products 
who  are  facing  shut-downs  because  of  in- 
sufficient allotments  under  the  Controlled 
Materials  Plan  may  soon  receive  relief 
through  "small  business  hardship  accounts" 
within  the  National  Production  Authority, 
according  to  information  received  this  week 
by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber's  Industrial 
Department. 

Information  as  to  how  a  producer  may 
best  he  able  to  demonstrate  his  "hardship" 
to  the  NPA,  and  thus  receive  a  supple- 
mental allotment,  can  be  obtained  from 
Robert  G.  Pumphrey  of  the  Small  Business 
section  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Commerce,  YUkon  2-5800,  extension  561. 

To  qualify,  a  manufacturer  must  be  a 
"Small  Business,"  primarily  producing  civil- 
ian type  products,  and  faced  with  failure  or 
prolonged  shut-down  because  insufficient 
allotments  of  controlled  materials  have 
been  received  for  the  calendar  quarter  for 
which  the  hardship  application  is  being 
submitted.

One  of  the  largest  commercial  failures  in 
San  Francisco  in  many  .\ears  occurred  in 
February  —  Stapland.  Inc..  frozen  food 
wholesale  distributor,  with  $1,600,000  as- 
sets and  $1,700,000  liabilities.  The  Board  of 
Trade  of  San  Francisco  is  now  administer- 
ing this  case. 
EMPLOYMENT 

Moderate  emplo>  ment  gains  are  expected 
during  March  in  industries  serving  defense 
— especially  in  metal,  machinery  and  ship- 
building fields.  The  Bay  Area  accounted  for 
only  18%  of  the  State's  total  initial  claims 
for  unemplojment  insurance  at  the  end  of 
February  —  compared  to  20%  a  year  ago. 
Current  emp'oyment  estimated  at  982,000 
was  about  11.000  above  February  last  year. 

A  wage  and  salary  survey  of  2,500  Bay 
Area  establishments  by  the  U.  S.  Dept.  of 
Labor  revealed  plant  occupations  in  Janu- 
ary 1952.  received  average  increases  from 
5-8%  above  January  a  year  ago,  and  salar- 
ies of  office  workers  were  up  3-5%. 
MANUFACTURING 

In  February,  173.400  wage  and  salary 
workers  were  emplo>ed  in  Bay  Area  manu- 
facturing establishments,  an  increase  of 
1,100  over  January  but  1%  fewer  than  last 
February. 
CONSTRUCTION 

San  Francisco  building  permits  valued  at 
$6.8  million  were  issued  in  the  first  two 
months  of  1952.  New  construction  account- 
ed for  $3.8  million,  and  additions,  altera- 
tions and  repairs  amounted  to  $3  miUion. 
Diu-ing  the  two  months,  permits  provided 
for  199  dwelling  units  compared  to  406  a 
year  ago. 

The  number  of  San  Francisco  real  estate 
deeds  recorded  and  mortgages  reported  in 
February  was  3%  below  last  year. 
TRADE 

February  department  store  sales  in  San 
Francisco  came  within  2%  of  last  Febru- 
ary's. Sales  in  the  Bay  Area  were  down  5%. ; 
Los  Angeles  area,  7%;  Seattle,  6%;  and 
the  Twelfth  District.  6%. 

San  Francisco  Bay  Area  department 
store  cod  and  cash  sales  accounted  for 
41%  of  the  total  sales  in  January  compared 
to  39%  a  year  ago;  regular  charge  accounts 
for  44";;  compared  to  51%  ;  and  installment 
sales  for  15%  compared  to  10':!  a  .\car  ago. 

January  sales  by  Pacific  Coast  Whole- 
salers were  19%  below  last  January's- - 
compared  to  15%  in  the  nation.  Only  sales 
of  drugs  and  sundries,  fresh  fruit  and  vege- 
tables, and  meat  and  meat  products  showed 
increases  over  last  January. 
PRICES 

Wholesale  Commodity  Prices  on  March  1, 
1952,  were  4.1%  below  March  average  last 
year.  "Prices  Received"  by  farmers  on  Feb- 
ruary 15,  1952,  were  equal  to  "Prices  Paid," 
which  brought  the  Parity  Ratio  down  to 
100— the  first  time  in  20  months.  Prices 
paid  by  farmers  were  4%  higher  than  a 
year  ago. 
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TRANSPORTATION 

Bay  Area  February  freight  cur  mo\e- 
ments,  sh.p  arrivals,  and  airport  traffic 
were  above  last  .\ear.  There  were  41,435 
freight  car  movements  in  the  San  Fran. 
cisco-Oakland  switching  limits  in  February 
compared  to  42,604  in  Los  Angeles  switch- 
ing limits.  There  were  396  ship  arrivals  in 
San  Francisco  Bay  in  Februar,^■  or  an  a\er- 
age  of  14  daily.  February  San  Francisco 
Airport  plane  traific  rose  12% ;  passenger 
traffic  24%;  and  air  mail  35%  compared  to 
a  year  ago. 
LIVESTOCK 

Livestock  slaughter  in  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  Region  dui'ing  the  first  two  months  of 
1952  was  X3'A'  above  last  year.  The  Febru- 
ary outlook  for  livestock  in  the  nation  was 
reported  considerably  improved,  with  Army 


orders  well  filled  and  a  good  supply  on  hand. 
Meal  prices  have  begun  to  .soften. 

Cattle  feeding  has  shifted  westward  in 
Ihe  last  10  years  with  California  experienc- 
ing a  211%  increase  against  a  7%  increase 
in  the  East  North  Central  states  and  IS":; 
in  the  West  North  Central  states.  Cattle  on 
feed  for  market  increased  60%  in  California 
during  last  year  as  against  11%  in  the  na- 
tion which  set  a  new  record  of  5.1  million 
on  January  first. 
UNUSUAL  WEATHER 

The  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  at  Soda 
Springs,  California,  reported  740  inches  of 
.snow  or  61.65  ft.  had  come  down  in  that 
area  since  the  first  storm  last  October — the 
greatest  amount  ever  recorded  there.  They 
also  reported  234  inches  or  19.5  ft.  of  snow 
on  the  ground.

Salary-Fixing  Proposal 
Urged  For  Police,  Firemen 

A  proposed  charter  amendment  authoriz- 
ing the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  fix  salaries 
for  San  Francisco's  Police  and  Fire  Depart- 
ments has  been  approved  by  the  Municipal 
Conference  and  ratified  by  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber.  The  proposal,  if  passed, 
would  mean  that  the  present  method  of 
fixing  salaries  by  charter  amendment  would 
be  abandoned. 

Lloyd  E.  Graybiel,  the  Chamber's  repre- 
sentative on  the  Conference,  said,  "This 
is  not  a  salary  increase  proposal,  but  one 
permitting  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  use 
its  discretion  in  raising  salaries  in  1953- 
subject  to  the  ceiling  provisions  and  to  the 
formula  for  setting  compensation  for  the 
first  three  years  of  service  and  compensa. 
tion  for  the  higher  ranks. 

"It  is  believed  to  be  in  the  best  interests 
of  all  concerned  to  discard  the  cumbersome 
process  of  fixing  these  salaries  by  popular 
vote,"  said  Graybiel,  "and  to  substitute, 
under  proper  safeguards,  this  more  flexible 
procedure  of  annual  review  and  ad,iustnienl 
when  merited."

Such  is  the  substance  of  a  policy  state- 
ment adopted  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
and  announced  today. 

Action  by  the  Chamber  is  said  to  have 
been  taken  at  this  time  because  the  "union 
.shop"  issue,  in  addition  to  questions  of 
wages,  has  been  injected  into  current  labor 
disputes. 

In  accordance  with  the  policy  statement, 
Ihe  Chamber  urged  that  authorized  activ- 
ities and  factions  of  the  National  Stabiliza- 
tion Board  should  be  clarified  as  soon  as

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Chamber  Speaks  Out  On 
Steel  Mill  Seizure 

Dispatched  last  week  to  members  of  Con- 
gress and  sent  to  other  California  Chambers 
with  requests  for  similar  action  were  copies  of 
the  following  statement  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  on  authorization  of  its  Executive 
Committee: 

"The  San  fVaiicisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
believes  that  the  recent  seizure  of  the  prin- 
cipal steel  mills  of  the  Elation  by  tfie  President 
was  an  arbitrary  usurpation  of  power,  entirely 
without   legal  right  and   morally   indefensible. 

"Current  news  services  report  that  the  Sec- 
retary of  Commerce  under  the  President's  sei- 
zure order  will  see\  to  impose  upon  the  steel 
industry  wage  increases  without  the  consent 
of  management  and  in  violation  of  the  rights 
of  nearly  one  million  stockholders  in  the  in- 
dustry. These  citizens  are  entitled  to  the  same 
protection  under  our  laws  as  those  in  whose 
interest  the  President  has  stated  he  acts.  Such 
action  woidd  constitute  confiscation  of  pro- 
perty in  the  most  flagrant  disregard  of  consti- 
tutional safeguards. 

"The  Chamber  urges  Congress  to  enact  leg- 
islation immediately  for  the  return  of  the  steel 
mills  to  their  oiuners  and  to  prevent  any 
further  usurpation  of  power  by  the  Executive 
such  as  imposing  on  industry  by  Government 
decree  arbitrary  wage  increases,  the  Unio?i 
shop,  or  other  acts  in  violation  of  constitu- 
tional guarantees  and  personal  liberty."

Chamber  Continues 
Economy  Campaign 

The  Chamber's  "$.  O.  $.— Stop  Our 
Spending"  campaign  moved  ahead 
this  week  to  clamp  the  lid  on  rising 
Federal  taxes  and  run-away  Govern- 
ment spending. 

Thousands  of  copies  of  the  Chamber's 
special  publication,  "Federal  Taxes  and 
You,"  have  been  mailed  to  members,  other 
chambers  of  commerce  and  local  citizens 
who  have  expressed  an  interest  in  the 
Chamber's  exhortation  to  Congress  to  "hold 
the  line"  and  balance  the  budget. 

In  a  strongly  worded  resolution  by  its 
Board  of  Directors,  the  Chamber  had  asked 
Congress  (11  that  there  be  no  increase  in 
tax  rates,  (2)  that  Federal  expenditures  to 
be  made  during  the  fiscal  year  1953  be  lim- 
ited to  estimated  receipts  of  $71  billion, 
and  (3)  that  reduction  in  Federal  expendi- 
tures be  accomplished  by  cutting  expendi- 
tures  to  bare  essentials. 

Henry  C.  Judd,  Chaii-man  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Tax  Section,  said.  "The  stimulation 
is  taking  effect.  San  Franciscans  are  in- 
cen.sed  with  the  tax  levy  of  over  $800  on 
every  man,  woman  and  child  in  our  city. 

"But  We  urge  additional  response.  II  you 
hiive  not  already  written  your  representa- 
tives, protesting  rising  taxes,  please  don't 
delay  it  further.  Join  in  this  fight  for  a 
basic  economic  freedom."

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Recommendations  On  City- County  Ballot  Measures 

Consolidated  Primary  and  Special  Municipal  Election 
—  TUESDAY.  JUNE  3.  1952  — 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  makes  these  recommendations  concern- 
ing City  and  County  propositions  which  will  appear  on  the  June  3,  1952,  Consolidated  Primary  and  Special 
Municipal  Election  Ballot.  These  measures  were  analyzed  by  the  Chamber  through  various  committees. 
Recommendations  follow: 


PROPOSITION  A  VOTE  YES 

Compensation  of  Firemen  and  Policemen 

Provides  for  fixing  compensations  in  Fire  and  Police  Departments 
by  Supervisors  after  annual  survey  of  California  cities  of  100,000 
population;  limits  amounts  of  such  compensation. 

This  is  not  a  salary  increase  measure  —  it  permits  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  fix  the  compensation  of  firemen  and  policemen  an- 
nually by  ordinance  subject  to  ceiling  provisions  and  subject  to  a 
formula  for  setting  compensation  for  the  first  three  years  of  service, 
and  for  the  higher  ranks.  The  present  method  of  fixing  firemen  and 
policemen  salaries  by  charter  amendment  is  costly  to  the  employees, 
cumbersome  and  impractical  in  periods  of  rapidly  changing  eco- 
nomic conditions.  It  is  in  the  best  interests  of  all  concerned  to  dis- 
card the  unwieldy  process  of  fixing  fire  and  police  salaries  by  vote 
of  the  electorate  and  to  substitute,  under  established  safeguards,  this 
more  flexible  procedure  of  annual  review  and  adjustment  when 
merited. 

PROPOSITION  B  VOTE  NO 

Leasing  of  Water  Department  Lands 

Limits  the  power  of  the  Water  Department  respecting  lease  or 
rental  of  lands  under  its  control  to  agricultural  lands. 

Since  January,  1946,  the  Water  Department  has  made  all  of  its 
own  leases  whether  for  agricultural  purposes  or  other.  This  pro- 
posal would  transfer  authority  for  the  leasing  of  non-agricultural 
Water  Department  lands  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  There  is  no 
valid  reason  for  differentiating  between  leases  for  agricultural  and 
non-agricultural  purposes.  The  Water  Department  knows  the  land 
and  the  limitations  that  must  be  put  on  the  property  to  protect  the 
quality  and  purity  of  the  water  which  serves  San  Francisco  from  or 
through  these  lands. 

Under  the  present  Charter  all  such  leases  are  authorized  by  reso- 
lution of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission.  The  present  procedure  is 
adequate  to  safeguard  the  public  interest  in  all  such  leases. 


PROPOSITION  C 


VOTE  YES 


California  Palace  of  Legion  of  Honor 

Provides  that  trustees  of  California  Palace  of  Legion  of  Honor 
may  increase  their  number  from  11  to  17  as  needed;  all  trustees  to 
serve  without  compensation. 

It  is  highly  desirable  to  broaden  the  base  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  California  Palace  of  Legion  of  Honor  to  a  maximum  of  17 


members  in  that  a  larger  trustee  group  will  make  for  a  desired 
extension  of  the  Museum's  influence  in  the  community.  The  Board 
presently  consists  of  11  members,  2  of  whom  are  ex-officio,  the 
Mayor  and  the  President  of  Park  and  Recreation  Commission. 

The  trustees  will  be  increased  from  time  to  time  as  needed  and 
shall  be  elected  by  the  majority  of  the  Board  in  office. 

All  trustees  serve  without  compensation. 

PROPOSITION  D  VOTE  YES 

Hearing  of  Zoning  Appeals 

Provides  procedure  for  hearing  zoning  and  building  set-back  line 
appeals  before  all  members  of  Board  of  Supervisors ;  limits  time  of 
Planning  Commission  action  on  such  applications. 

This  measure  would  protect  the  applicant  by  affording  additional 
time  for  the  consideration  of  zoning  appeals.  At  present  the  Plan- 
ning Commission  has  to  act  on  most  zoning  cases  on  the  same  day 
as  the  hearing  which  is  often  impractical.  Likewise,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  has  to  vote  either  on  the  first  day  a  zoning  appeal  comes 
before  it  or  on  the  following  Monday. 

A  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Board  is  required  to  reverse  the  Plan- 
ning Commission's  ruling.  Occasionally  the  outcome  of  a  decision 
would  be  altered  by  the  vote  of  one  or  two  absent  supervisors,  so 
that  the  applicants'  rights  may  be  prejudiced  by  the  present  require- 
ment. 

The  proposition  extends  the  maximum  time  from  30  days  to  90 
days  after  the  filing  of  the  protest. 

PROPOSITION  E  VOTE  YES 

Abandonment  of  Portion  of  McLaren  Park 

Provides  for  the  discontinuance  and  abandonment  of  approxi- 
mately 16.23  acres  of  McLaren  Park  as  public  park  land. 

This  measure  has  for  its  purpose  the  release  of  approximately 
16.23  acres  located  within  McLaren  Park  at  Persia  and  Le  Grande 
Streets  to  be  transferred  from  the  Park  and  Recreation  Department 
for  the  ultimate  use  of  the  San  Francisco  School  Department  in  the 
construction  of  Luther  Burbank  Junior  High  School.  Under  the 
state  law  it  is  necessary  to  secure  the  vote  of  the  people  where  land 
devoted  to  park  purposes  may  be  abandoned.  Passage  of  this  propo- 
sition will  permit  utilization  of  this  site  and  effect  land  acquisition 
savings  not  possible  if  private  property  must  be  purchased  to  accom- 
modate the  school  construction. 
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Chamber  Begins 
Study  Of  Freeways 

In  the  openinR  move  of  a  new  plan  to 
speed  development  of  State  hlRhways  in 
and  to  San  Francisco,  the  Chamber  this- 
week  sponsored  an  all-aftornoon  tour  of 
roadways  currently  under  construction. 

The  Traffic  and  Highway  Section  visited 
all  state  highways  under  actual  or  planned 
construction  within  San  Franci.sco  and 
southward  into  San  Mateo  Countj-. 

Purpose  of  the  trip  was  to  get  a  first- 
hand Elimpse  of  the  exact  status  of  devel- 
opments in  preparation  for  a  thorough 
study  of  how  construction  can  be  expe- 
dited, according  to  Leonard  S.  Mosias, 
Section  Chairman. 

Bernard  Booker,  Assistant  State  High- 
way Engineer,  District  4,  told  the  Chamber 
delegation  that  completion  of  the  Bayshore 
Freeway  in  San  Francisco  is  "in  sight"  but 
in  order  to  surmount  planning  problems 
which  lie  between  the  present  status  of  the 
freeway  and  its  completion,  the  continued 
support  of  the  Chamber  "and  of  the  people 
of  San  Francisco"  is  needed.

TREND 

April  general  economic  conditions  in  the 
San  Francisco  Bay  Area,  measured  by  fi- 
nancial transactions,  trade,  shipping,  utili- 
ties and  intercity  traffic,  exceeded  April  of 
last  year.  Individual  financial  transactions 
in  the  Area  during  the  first  four  months 
amounted  to  $15.8  billion — nearly  $950,- 
000,000  above  a  year  ago — and  accounted 
for  30.5%  of  the  Twelfth  Federal  Reserve 
District  transactions — compared  to  30%  a 
year  ago.  April  Business  Activity  did  not 
reach  the  March  level  but  surpassed  last 
April  by  5.7%  and  the  4  months  average 
showed  an  improvement  of  2.8%>,  based  on 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
Index. 

TRADE 

April  department  store  sales  in  the  Bay 
Area  were  13%  above  a  year  ago  but  the 
4  months  cumulative  was  down  4%.  Sales 
in  San  Francisco  were  17%  above  last 
April  but  down  1%  for  the  4  months.  Sales 
in  Los  Angeles  Area  were  up  12%  but  down 
7%  for  the  4  months,  according  to  the  Fed- 
eral Reserve  Bank  of  San  Francisco.  Pacific 
Coast  Wholesalers'  sales  for  the  3  months 
cumulative  were  down  12%  compared  to 
11%  in  the  Nation;  end-of-March  inven- 
tories were  down  1  %  from  last  year  on  the 
Coast  and  in  the  United  States.

April  building  permits  in  San  Francisco

or  nearly  four-fifth  of  the  Bay  Area  total, 
jan  Francisco  Stock  Exchange  April  trans- 
lations numbered  1,257,560  shares  with 
narket  value  of  $17,577,323  and  repre- 
ented  an  increase  of  2%  in  value  over 
^pril  last  year.  There  were  20  commercial

Plant  Expansion  Hits 
$61  Million 

Industrial  development  in  the  12  county 
San  Francisco  Bay  Region  for  the  month  of 
April  reached  a  dollar  value  of  $38,492,500 
according  to  a  report  this  week  by  Cham- 
ber's Industrial  Committee.  Of  this  amount, 
$1,436,000  was  earmarked  for  new  industrial 
plants  and  expansions  in  San  Francisco 
alone — creating  55  new  job  openings  with- 
in the  city. 

April  industrial  expansion  throughout  the 
Bay  Region  surpassed  April  of  1951  by 
$30,000,000 — and  San  Francisco's  develop- 
ment exceeded  last  April's  by  an  even  mil- 
lion dollars. 

No  single  industry  was  responsible  for 
this  big  rise  in  development,  according  to 
the  report.  The  accomplishments  of  this 
period  are  the  expression  of  a  great  number 
of  diversified  industries  throughout  the  en- 
tire area. 

The  48  counties  of  Northern  California 
show  a  total  expansion  figure  of  $39,583,500 
for  the  single  month.

Horaco  A.  Guittard,  Chairman  of  the 
Chamber's  Manufacturers  Committee  is  at 
San  Quentin  Prison  today  with  members  of 
his  group,  investigating  plans  for  establish- 
ment there  of  a  so-called  pilot  textile  mill 
to  replace  the  institution's  jute  mill  de- 
stro>ed  by  fire  last  >ear. 

Governor  Earl  Warren  has  stated  that 
such  an  operation  would  be  valuable  In 
demonstrating  what  can  be  done  with  (Cali- 
fornia lon^  staple  cotton  and  could  be  in- 
strumental in  influencing;  eastern  cotton 
mills  to  locate  in  California. 

Committee  members  with  Guittard  at  the 
prison  include  Fred  J.  Mahr,  Joseph  .Sloss 
Jr.,  A.  D.  Wood,  J.  A.  Mancini,  Gustavc 
Schwarz  and  S.  S.  Philbrick,  Jr. 

The  Chamber  is  on  record  as  favoring  the 
confinement  ot  prison  industrial  activities 
to  the  production  of  items  requiring  a  maxi- 
mum of  manual  labor  rather  than  those 
which  involve  highly  mechanized  or  auto- 
matic mass  production  processes. 

Although  the  term  "pilot  textile  mill"  has 
been  applied  to  the  proposed  project,  Rich- 
ard McGee,  state  director  of  corrections, 
has  been  quoted  as  saying  it  would  be 
necessary  to  amend  a  state  law  which  limits 
to  $225,000  the  annual  dollar  output  of  pri- 
son industry.  To  be  solvent,  the  mill  would 
have  to  be  a  million-dollar-a-year  operation, 
he  said.

Following  IS  a  statement  issued  lost  fort- 
night by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  San 
Francisco    Chamber   of  Commerce: 

"The  proposed  second  Bay  crossing  has  for 
many  months  been  an  important  subject  of 
discussion  among  the  Directors  of  the  San 
Francesco  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Some  of  us 
have  favored  a  parallel  crossing  and  some  of 
us  have  favored  a  southern  crossing.  T^ever- 
tlieiess,  it  appears  that  most  Sa.n  Franciscans 
favor  a  southen  crossing.  This  is  reflected  in 
expressions  by  the  Chambers  membership, 
the  attitude  of  a  number  of  civic  groups,  and 
the  views  of  the  elected  officials  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco.

TREND 

The  general  economic  conditions  of  tlie 
Ba>'  Area  in  Ma>  were  affected  ad\erscl>' 
by  the  backwash  from  local  and  national 
industrial  disputes,  but  the  five  month  cu- 
mulative activity  showed  a  slight  lead  over 
last  .\ear. 

In  contrast  to  the  greatly  reduced  mo- 
mentum in  the  construction  field  and  other 
integrated  activities  due  to  the  prolonged 
carpenter  strike — only  recently  settled — 
there  is  evident  acceleration  in  other  fields 
including  retail  department  store  sales, 
postal  receipts,  electrical  energy  sales, 
commercial  and  industrial  water  consump- 
tion, ship  arrivals,  inter-city  and  inter- 
state automobile  travel. 

There  is  evidence  too,  that  more  and 
more  out-of-state  people  have  an  active  in- 
terest in  the  Bay  Region  and  the  whole  of 
northern  California.  Tourist  and  settlers 
written  inquiries  to  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  are  13%  ahead  of 
last  year;  also  during  the  two  months  just 
passed,  April  and  May,  108,000  out-of-state 
automobiles  and  273,000  passengers  en- 
tered through  northern  California  gate- 
ways— a  gain  in  passengers  of  17%  over 
the  like  period  last  year. 

FINANCE 

Individual  financial  transactions  in  the 
Bay  Area  for  the  first  5  months  of  $19.4 
billion  were  $875.7  million  above  a  year 
ago  and  accounted  for  30.1%  of  the  12th 
Federal  Reserve  District  total  compared 
to  29.9%  for  the  same  period  a  year  ago. 

San  Francisco  May  bank  debits  of  .T'2.- 
732,771,000  were  10.2%  below  April  ami 
4.4%  below  May  last  year:  the  five  month 
cumulative  however  was  up  4.3%  and  ac- 
counted for  77.9%  of  the  Bay  Area  total. 
San  Francisco  Stock  Exchange  May  trans- 
actions of  1.172,410  shares  with  mai'ket 
value  of  $14,307,084  were  up  14':;  in  num- 
ber but  off  29%  in  amount  compared  to 
last  May.  There  were  9  commercial  failures 
in  San  Francisco  which  were  fewer  in  num- 
ber and  less  in  liabilities  than  last  May. 

TRADE 

May  department  store  sales  in  the  Cay 
Area  were  8%  above  last  year  but  the  ^ 
months  was  off  l',i .  May  sales  in  San 
Francisco  were  9%  ahead  of  last  year  l)ut 
the  5  months  sales  were  the  same  as  last 
year.  San  Francisco-Oakland  Customs 
District  in  March  reported  $38,200,000  ex- 
ports and  $21,200,000  in  imports.  San 
Francisco  was  the  first  among  Pacitio 
Coast  customs  districts  hut  New  York, 
New  Orleans,  Galveston  and  Maryland  in 
that  order  led  San  Francisco. 


EMPLOYMENT 

There  were  971,500  persons  emplo>ed  in 
San  Francisco  Bay  Area  in  May.  compared 
to  968,500  (revised)  in  April  and  987.500 
persons  in  May  last  >ear.  The  State  Em- 
ployment Service  reported  12.000  persons 
involved  in  industrial  disputes  in  the  Bay 
Area  and  a  total  of  42.500  persons  unem- 
ployed. Insured  unemployment  claims  for 
the  week  ending  May  29  amounted  to 
27,653  compared  to  26,760  a  month  ago  and 
15,611  a  year  ago;  the  Bay  Area  accounted 
for  25%  of  the  state  total  as  against  16% 


a  year  ago.  The  California  State  Employ- 
ment Service  reported  2,460  placements  in 
San  Francisco  during  May — 607  were  com- 


mercial:    industrial,     .service,     and     ca.sual 
labor  accounted  for  1,853.

Taxation  Bills  Supported        DOMESTIC  TRADE  TIPS 


Upon  recommendation  of  its  Tax  Section, 
the  Chamber's  Board  of  Directors  last 
week  reaffirmed  a  long-standing  policy 
favoring  taxation  of  federal  properties  and 
prepared  to  support  in  principle  S.  2268 
and  H.R.  5223  now  pending  in  Congress. 
The  legislation  as  reported  by  Tax  Chair- 
man, Henry  C.  Judd  is  designed  to  avoid 
taxation  inequities,  and  provides  11)  that 
propertj'  used  by  the  Federal  government 
for  purposes  serving  the  general  national 
interest  shall  bear  its  fair  share  of  local 
taxes,  and  (2)  that  property  used  or  owned 
by  the  Federal  government  which  is  pri- 
marily devoted  to  local  need  should  be 
exempt   from  local   taxes.

Chamber  Group  Studies  Wartime  Broadcasting  Plan 


The  Chamber's  civil  defense  studies  re. 
ceived  new  impetus  this  week  as  the  Elec- 
trical Industries  Section,  chairmanned  by 
Lloyd  E.  Yoder,  launched  an  intensive  ex- 
amination of  "Project  Conelrad"  —  Con- 
trolled Electromagnetic  Radiation.  This  is 
a  joint  project  of  the  Federal  Communica- 
tions Commission  and  the  Air  Force,  aimed 
at  providing  continuous  broadcast  service 
to  residents  of  a  given  area  during  an 
enemy  air  raid  while  at  the  same  time  pre- 
venting the  aircraft  from  using  radio  or 
television  stations  as  navigational  "fix 
points." 

First  step  in  the  new  study  was  an  Elec- 


trical Industries  Section  meeting  held  this 
week  at  which  Vernon  Esgar,  FCC  coordi- 
nating  engineer,  addressed  members  on  the 
new  technique.  A  test  given  in  this  area 
last  April,  Esgar  said,  proved  that  aircraft 
were  unable  to  adapt  radio  transmissions 
as  "fix  stations." 

Yoder,  who  is  general  manager  of  the 
National  Broadcasting  Company,  San 
Francisco,  said  Esgar's  appearance  was  one  i 
in  a  continuing  series  of  programs  designed 
to  acquaint  Section  members  with  latest 
developments  in  industry-wide  defense 
projects.

Section  members  visited  the  H.  J.  Heinz 
Company's  new  plant  in  Tracy,  the  Norris-

feed  mixing  plant  there. 

Arrangements  for  the  visit  were  made  by

Chamber  Gets  3  New  Public 
Health  Sub-Committees 

With  the  appointment  this  week  of  three 
new  subcommittees  of  the  Chamber's  Pub- 
lic Health  Section,  the  knowledge  and  skill 
of  top  medical  and  lay  authorities  of  San 
Francisco  will  be  directed  toward  the  solu- 
tion of  three  of  the  major  public  health 
problems  confronting  this  city,  according  to 
Dr.  Rodney  R.  Beard,  Chairman  of  the 
Chamber's  Public  Health  Section. 

Subcommittees  now  being  appointed  by 
Dr.  Beard  include  those  on  Problems  of  the 
Aging,  Home  Accidents,  and  Legislation. 

The  purpose  of  the  "Problems  of  the  Ag- 
ing" group  will  be  to  bring  about  com- 
munity understanding  of  the  needs  of  the 
aging;  the  Home  Accidents  subcommittee 
will  assemble  and  disseminate  information 
on  home  accidents  and  the  enactment  of 
laws  and  ordinances  as  needed  in  the  inter- 
ests of  public  health  will  be  the  objective  of 
the  Legislation  unit. 


Healthy  Total  Reported  In 
May  Industrial  Expansion 


San  Francisco's  industrial  expansion  took 
another  healthy  leap  during  May  according 
to  H.  H.  Fuller,  Chairman  of  the  Chamber's 
Industrial  Advisory  Committee. 

Fuller,  who  has  just  returned  from  a 
three  month  tour  of  the  eastern  United 
States  and  Europe,  revealed  that  the  in- 
dustrial expansion  figure  for  the  Bay  Re- 
gion's 12  counties  rose  $11,320,538  during 
May  bringing  the  new  cumulative  total  to 
$72,358,993. 

The  May  figure  is  divided  almost  equally 
between  new  plants  and  expansion  of  pres- 
ent operations. 

"This  ever  increasing  activity  on  the  local 
scene,"  Fuller  said,  "should  act  as  stimulus 
to  those  industrialists  who  have  been  con- 
sidering San  Francisco  in  their  plans  for 
new  plant  locations."

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C  of  C  Protests  New  Rate 
Increase  By  Tariff  Bureau 

The  Chamber's  Transportation  Depart- 
ment "as  a  matter  of  principle"  recently 
protested  a  Pacific  Inland  TarilT  Bureau 
proposal  to  add  penalty  charges  to  small 
lot  shipments. 

Transportation  Department  Manager 
Walter  A.  Rohde  declared  that  although 
the  tariff  is  not  applicable  to  or  from  San 
Francisco  the  protest  was  being  made  as 
matter  of  principle  since,  if  established,  the 
rate  proposal  would  be  detrimental  to  all 
shippers  and  receivers  of  freight  on  the 
west  coast. 

A  surcharge  of  $1.50  per  shipment  on  all 
shipments  weighing  less  than  5,000  pounds 
moving  under  rates  in  tariff  No.  21  is  pro- 
posed. 

A  bureau  proposal  to  establish  a  sur- 
charge of  50  cents  to  apply  on  all  shipment 
was  also  protested  by  the  Chamber  through 
its  Transportation  Department. 

"Both  of  the  proposed  surcharges  would 
fall  heaviest  on  small  shipments,"  Rohde 
said. 


World  Trade  Information 
Sought  For  Revised  Index 

Victor  B.  Smith,  Chairman  of  the  Cham- 
ber's World  Trade  Committee,  issued  a  re. 
minder  to  overseas  traders  this  week  that 
the  Chamber's  Directory  of  San  Francisco 
Exporters  and  Importers  is  currently  being 
revised. 

Smith  a.sked  import-export  firms  to  fur- 
nish information  of  their  activities  to  the 
World  Trade  Department  if  they  have  not 
already  done  so.  A  questionnaire  will  be 
sent  on  request. 

The  1948  directory— the  last  date  of  issue 

was  composed  of  24  separate  lists  of  ex- 
porters and  importers  organized  according 
to  products  shipped  or  imported  and  was 
distributed  in  quantity  overseas  to  foreign 
and  American  chambers  of  commerce. 
United  States  consular  posts  and  leading 
trade  organizations. 

"The  last  directory,"  Smith  said,  "re- 
rei\  od  widespread  praise  for  it  provided  a 
direct,  easy  reference  for  foreign  firms  to 
consult  in  order  to  find  buyers  or  sellers  in 
this  market." 

No  charge  is  made  for  inclusion  in  the 
directory  since  it  is  a  regular  Chamber 
service. 


General  Mills'  Head  Speaks 
As  Sperry  Reaches  100  Yrs. 

America  may  have  some  rough  going 
ahead,  but  there  is  every  reason  for  long- 
range  optimism  when  viewing  the  future, 
Harry  A.  Bullis,  chairman  of  the  board  for 
General  Mills,  said  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Chamber  held  here  recently.

The  Board  of  Directors,  in  taking  the  ac- 
tion, asked  the  city  agency  to  proceed  with 
preliminary  work  on  the  South  of  Market 
area  with  particular  reference  to  the  block 
bounded  by  Third  and  Fourth  and  Harrison 
and  Folsom  Streets  as  a  typical  block  cap- 
able of  redevelopment. 

The  net  redevelopment  cost  of  the  block 
has  been  estimated  to  be  $334,000  by  the 
agenc>  and  the  figure  has  been  confirmed 
by  the  Chamber  and  the  Real  Estate  Board. 

Glen  Ireland,  Chairman  of  the  Chamber's 
Industrial  Development  Committee  —  the 
group  which  recommended  the  Chamber's 
action,  said  that  if  the  request  is  fulfilled 
the  following  procedures  would  then  be  in- 
volved : 

1.  Designation  of  the  area  as  a  redevelop- 
ment area  by  the  city's  board  of  super- 
visors. 

2.  Preparation  of  a  preliminary  plan  by 
the  City  Planning  Commission  and  Rede- 
velopment Agency. 

3.  Public  hearing. 

4.  Resubmittal  to  the  board  of  super- 
visors for  approval. 

The  Chamber  first  started  its  study  of 
the  plan  in  1948. 

Letters  outlining  the  Chamber  action 
have  been  sent  to  the  redevelopment  agency 
and  the  board  of  supervisors.

As  Chamber  Honors  Airport  On  25th  Year 

It  was  the  San  Francisco  Airport's  birthday  —  but  someone  else  ate  the 
cake,  and  no  one  gave  a  "mind." 

The  Chamber  last  week  paid  tribute  to  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Air- 
port and  its  first  quarter-century  of  operation  by  presenting  officials  of  the 
facility  with  a  huge  birthday  cake. 
Airport  officials  then  in  turn  presented  the  cake  to  75  Columbia  Park  boys 

so  that  they  could  pay  their  own  respects 
to  the  air  terminal  by  eating  the  cake  that 
had  been  donated  for  the  celebration  by 
Blum's  Confectionery. 

Representing  the  Chamber  at  the  airport 
tribute  held  at  the  Columbia  Park  Boys 
Club  were  Vice  President  J.  W.  Mailliard, 
III,  and  Elmer  Schlesingcr,  chairman  of  the 
Chamber's  Aviation  Section. 

Schlesinger  noted  that  the  San  Francisco 
Airport  is  the  first  major  air  terminal  on 
the  Pacific  Coast  to  reach  its  Silver  anni- 
versary, and  said,  "Our  airport  links  San 
Francisco  to  the  nation  and  the  world  and 
we  must  see  to  its  continued  improvement 
and  advancement." 

The  Chamber  Committee  chairman  then 
cited  figures  to  illustrate  the  facility's  im- 
portance to  San  Francisco: 

"The  private  industry  connected  with  the 
airport,"  he  said,  "is  responsible  for  bring- 
ing $50  million  'new  dollars'  into  this  area 
each  year  in  payrolls  ($33  million)  and 
purchase  of  industrial  goods  and  services 
($17  million).  Another  $25  million  comes 
from  airline  passengers  visiting  this  area." 
City  officials  present  at  the  Chamber  sa- 
lute were  Public  Utilities  Commission  Pres- 
ident Oliver  Rousseau,  vice  president  Vic- 
tor Swanson,  Commissioners  Edward  Baron, 
Sam  MeKee  and  Donald  Cameron;  manager 
of  Utilities  James  H.  Turner,  and  Airport 
Manager  George  Dixon.

New  Mass  Transit  Section 
Studies  Railplane  Idea 

The  Chamber's  new  Mass  Transit  Section 
last  week  started  its  program  of  studying 
immediate  and  long-range  plans  for  solving 
the  city's  mass  transit  problem  b.v  meeting 
with  John  A.  Hastings  of  New  York,  vice 
president  of  the  Hastings  Railplane  Cor- 
poration and  developer  of  the  Hastings 
Electric  Railplane. 

Hastings  described  his  development  to 
the  group  which  has  as  one  point  within  a 
four  point  program,  "the  study  of  a  rapid 
transit  system  for  San  Francisco,  consider- 
ing the  subway,  elevated  and  monorail 
types." 

He  issued  a  warning  that  a  complete 
breakdown  of  mass  transit  throughout  the 
United  States,  including  San  Francisco, 
might  result  from  the  current  rate  increase 
trend. 

The  Railplane  plan  visualizes  construc- 
tion of  a  network  of  noiseless  overhead 
pre-stressed  concrete  structures  at  an  es- 
timated cost  of  $2  million  per  mile  less 
right  of  way  on  which  electrically  propelled 
railplane  units  would  travel,  linking  down- 
town San  Francisco  with  peninsula  com- 
munities via  Market  and  Dolores  streets  to 
Daly  City  and  south  to  San  Jose.  The  Gold- 
en Gate  and  San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay 
Bridges  are  reported  as  being  designed  to 
accommodate  the  system. 

Principal  objections  to  elevated  transit — 
noise,  ugliness,  cutting  off  fight,  and  pro- 
perty depreciation  —  are  eliminated,  Hast- 
ings claimed. 


Fire  Safety  Section  Hears 
Chief  Walsh  on  Bond  issue 


Continuing  its  efforts  to  further  improve 
the  city's  fire  protection  system,  the  Cham- 
ber's Fire  Safety  Section,  under  the  Chair- 
manship of  John  B.  Quigley,  is  undertaking 
a  study  of  fire  house  needs  to  be  submitted 
in  the  form  of  a  $31/2  million  bond  issue  at 
the  November  election. 

The  section  met  recently  with  San  Fran- 
cisco's fire  chief  Edward  P.  Walsh,  who  out- 
lined proposed  improvement  and  sugges- 
tions for  the  establishment  of  new  fire 
houses  which  he  believes  are  needed  to 
keep  San  Francisco's  fire  department 
"equal  to  any  city  of  comparable  size." 

Walsh  stated  that  16  fire  houses  now  in 
use  were  built  before  the  earthquake  and 
fire,  and  11  fire  houses  were  constructed 
between  1914  and  1926. 

Walsh  feels  that  under  the  bond  issue 
plan  the  cost  of  operation  will  be  reduced 
$750,000  a  year  since  the  present  law  pro- 
vides that  moneys  received  from  selling 
property  now  used  by  fire  companies  can 
be  used  for  improvements  within  the  Fire 
Department.

San  Francisco's  business  relations  with 
communities  in  the  city's  trading  area  are 
going  to  be  strengthened  by  means  of  a  plan 
just  devised  by  the  Chamber,  according  to 
King  Harris,  chairman  of  the  Domestic 
Trade  Committee.

Conference  Asks  Repeal  Of 
Commerciai  Auto  Licenses 

In  an  effort  to  speed  the  movement  of 
traffic  in  downtown  San  Francisco  and 
through  its  affiliation  with  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Traffic  Conference,  the  Chamber  last 
week  urged  the  Police  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  schedule  hearings 
pursuant  to  the  repeal  of  green  commercial 
licenses  for  private  vehicles. 

Reasons  submitted  for  the  requested  can- 
cellation of  the  licenses — one  point  within 
the  Traffic  Conference's  Ten  Point  Program 
— were : 

1.  They  were  first  brought  into  being  as 
a  wartime  measure  when  commercial  trucks 
were  unavailable. 

2.  Delivery  trucks  must  double  park  and 
thus  impede  the  flow  of  traffic  because  of 
the  illegal  parking  in  the  city's  yellow  load- 
ing zones  by  vehicles  carrying  such  licenses. 
(There  are  2,000  in  existence.) 

.3.  Those  individuals  who  actually  require 
the  privileges  of  such  licenses  may  still  ob- 
tain the  commercial  license  issued  by  the 
State. 


Conversion  Work  To  San  Francisco  Yard  As 
Chamber  Continues  Sliipbuilding  Program

1 — Secretary  of  the  Navy  Dan  Kimball  has  assured  the  San  Francisco 
Naval  Shipyard  that  it  will  be  assigned  a  conversion  of  an  Essex  class 
carrier  to  cost  $62,000,000. 


Aircraft  Part  Production 
Sought  For  Local  Firms 

Charles  Ruegg  and  William  Breiner,  rep- 
resenting manufacturing  members  of  the 
Chamber,  visited  Los  Angeles  airframe  in- 
dustrial plants  last  week  in  an  effort  to 
learn  how  manufacturing  facilities  of  the 
San  Francisco  Bay  Region  might  be  utilized 
to  a  greater  extent  in  aircraft  production. 

Breiner  is  chairman  of  the  Junior  Cham- 
l;er's  Industrial  Committee  —  the  group 
which,  on  behalf  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber,  will  undertake  a  survey  of  San 
Francisco  Bay  Region  facilities  in  relation 
to  aircraft  part  manufacturing. 

In  a  letter  of  introduction  to  executives 
of  the  airframe  industry,  Chamber  General 
Manager  G.  L.  Fox  said,  "As  an  aggressive, 
well-founded  segment  of  the  western 
economy,  we  feel  the  Bay  Region  facilities 
should  be  utilized  to  a  greater  extent  in 
aircraft  production.  To  accomplish  this  we 
realize  we  must  first  learn  your  needs."

Trend 

The  general  economic  conditions  of  the 
Bay  Area  showed  impro\ement  in  June  over 
the  preceding  month  and  the  same  month 
last  year.  The  first  halt  year's  activity  of 
business  exceeded  the  same  period  last  year. 
More  specifically,  financial  transactions,  re- 
tail department  store  sales,  industrial  and 
commercial  power  and  gas  sales,  Airport 
traffic,  cargo  vessel  arrivals,  manufacturing 
industry  employment  and  payrolls,  and  in- 
ter-city and  interstate  traffic  came  through 
the  first  six  months  ahead  of  the  similar 
period  last  year.

June  retail  department  store  sales  based 
on  preliminary  Federal  Reserve  Bank  re- 
ports were  up  10.39f  and  the  six  months' 
cumulative  up  2';^.

June  Bay  Area  employment  preliminary 
report  of  the  C.S.E.S.  revealed  a  gain  of 
13,100  over  previous  month  raising  the  total 
to  982,600  persons  employed,  compared  to 
969,.500  in  May  and  990,700  last  June.  June 
unemployment  in  the  Bay  Area  was  down 
4,900  from  the  previous  month  level  and 
totaled  37,600  compared  to  42,500  in  May 
and  35,600  last  June.

June  financial  transactions  in  the  Bay 
Area  based  on  five  reporting  cities,  ac- 
counted for  31.46';'f  of  the  Twelfth  District 
total  and  amounted  to  $4,154,900,000  an  in- 
crease of  $149,144,000  or  3.7%  above  last 
June.

Construction  and  Real  Estate 

San  Francisco  and  Oakland  construction 
made  a  strong  comeback  with  the  passing 
of  the  carpenters'  strike.  Building  permits 
in  San  Francisco  of  $7.2  million  were  more 
than  four  times  the  May  level  and  twice  the 
amount  of  June  last  year.  The  residential 
permits  provided  for  439  dwelling  units  com- 
pared to  59  in  May  and  184  last  June  and 
included  100  single-family  units.  Permits 
also  included  the  Hunters  Point  housing 
project  providing  317  dwelling  units  in  48 
buildings  to  cost  .$2,209,000.  according  to  the 
San  Francisco  Housing  Authority  estimate. 
San  Francisco  June  permits  included  1  per- 
mit for  $1,611,331  for  the  San  Francisco 
State  College.  The  6  months  cumulative  for 
San  Francisco  amounted  to  $24,725,607 
compared  to  $31,580,497  a  year  ago.   Oak- 


land  June  permits  were  3  times   the  May 
total.    Real   Estate  deeds  recorded   in  San 
Francisco  during  the  first  6  months  of  10,- 
525  were  12. 7';^  below  a  year  ago.

Kilowatt-hour  power  sales  in  San  Fran- 
cisco for  the  6  months  were  up  2.5%  with 
the  June  sales  up  12.8%  over  last  June. 
Commercial  and  industrial  gas  sales  for  the 
first  6  months  were  up  4.7%  and  June  sales 
up  8.2'~r.  Industrial  and  commercial  water 
consumption  for  the  5  months  (latest  avail- 
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able)    were   up   0.3'/c    with   the   May   level

Freight  car  movements  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco-Oakland switching  limits  for  the  first 
6  months  cumulative  amounted  to  241,280 
compared  to  249,117  a  year  ago.  San  Fran- 
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Cisco  Airport  traffic  during  the  first  5 
months  exceeded  that  of  a  year  ago  despite 
the  heavy  cutback  in  air  transportation  due 
to  the  oil  strike  in  May  which  adversely 
affected  the  year-to-year  trend  for  the  first 
time  in  several  years. 

Plane  traffic  was  up  6',r ;  passengers 
19.67f ;  air  mail  IS.l'/i  ;  and  air  freight  6:5%. 
The  number  of  express  shipments  by  air 
and  rail  for  the  6  months  were  up  3.2% 
and  1.6%  respectivel>'  above  a  year  ago. 
Port  of  San  Francisco  revenue  tons  handled 
during  the  first  6  months  amounted  to  2,- 
961,857  and  were  down  14.6%  ;  foreign  com- 
merce accounted  for  nearly  one-half  of  the 
total  and  was  off  19.7%.  Number  of  cargo 
ship  arrivals  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  dur- 
ing the  first  6  months  totaled  2441  and  were 
up  12.1%.  Livestock  slaughter  for  the  6 
months  of  908,026  head  represented  a  gain

Bay  Bridge  vehicle  crossings  during  the 
first  6  months  amounting  to  15,141,759  were 
up  3.5%.  Golden  Gate  Bridge  crossings  of 
5,555,838  were  up  12.1%  and  the  Bridge 
District  official  reported  total  crossings  for 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  of  11,195,581, 
establishing  a  new  all-time  high  and  10.77r 
above  the  previous  fiscal  year.  Cumulative 
reports  for  out-of-state  automobiles  enter- 
ing Northern  California  for  the  5  months 
show  200,889  cars  and  499,033  passengers  or 
an  increase  of  1.9'r  of  cars  and  2.4%  of 
passengers.  Although  the  eahly  months  of 
the  year  were  far  behind,  due  to  the  snow, 
the  May  level  was  up  18.7%  in  cars  and 
19.7%  in  passengers.

Stimulate  Alaskan  Trade 

A  stimulation  of  San  Francisco-Alaskan 
trade  was  promised  this  week  with  news 
that  the  Chambers  Domestic  Trade  De- 
partment had  taken  positive  steps  in  the 
direction  of  improved  trade  relations  with 
the  nation's  northern  outpost. 

A  personal  visit  on  behalf  of  the  Cham- 
ber was  made  recently  to  Alaskan  cham- 
bers of  commerce  and  government  officials 
by  Harry  R.  Smith,  vice  president  of  the 
Bank  of  America  N.T.  &  S.A.  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Domestic  Trade  Committee. 

Smith  reported  that  the  territorial  busi- 
nessmen are  an.xious  to  do  business  with 
San  Francisco  and  would  welcome  the  calls 
of  local  representatives. 

Assurance  was  received  by  Smith  from 
the  General  Services  Administration  office 
in  Seattle  for  prompt  transmittal  of  bids 
for  Alaskan  contracts. 

"Since  the  federal  government  is  expend- 
ing sizeable  funds  in  the  territory,"  he  said, 
"the  contracts  amount  to  considerable  po- 
tential business  for  San  Francisco  firms." 

These  bids  are  maintained  on  file  in  the 
Domestic  Trade  Department  for  the  use  of 
Chamber  members. 

The  Domestic  Trade  Committee,  accord- 
ing to  Chairman  King  Harris,  is  currently 
working  on  a  system  of  widespread  and 
efficient  distribution  of  bid  notices  covering 
products  ranging  from  groceries  to  bridges.

Shipyards  complement  each  other  and  can 
be  extremely  important  factors  in  the  Na- 
tion's national  defense  program,  according 
to  statements  made  at  the  Vallejo-San 
Francisco  meet  attended  by  nine  represen- 
tatives of  the  Armed  Services  Committee  of 
the  Vallejo  Chamber  which  is  active  in  be- 
half of  the  Mare  Island  Naval  Shipyard. 

There  was  an  extended  discussion  of  San 
Francisco's  desire  to  get  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment to  build  its  third  super-carrier  at  the 
San  Francisco  Naval  Shipyard. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  such  a  project 
would  benefit  Mare  Island  and  the  entire 
Pacific  Coast.

SF  Chamber  Represented 
At  Meeting  On  Highways 

Leonard  S.  Mosias.  Chairman  of  the 
Chamber's  Traffic  and  Highway  Section, 
announced  this  week  that  the  Chamber  was 
represented  at  a  meeting  of  the  Legislative 
Joint  Fact  Finding  Committee  on  the  State 
Highway  System  held  in  Long  Beach  July 
22  through  24. 

The  Joint  Fact  Finding  Committee  was 
created  by  Senate  Concurrent  Resolution 
No.  14  at  the  1952  Extraordinary  Session  of 
the  California  Legislature  and  was  directed 
to  ascertain,  study  and  analyze  all  facts 
and  matters  relating  or  pertaining  to  the 
cost  of  correcting  the  most  urgent  highway 
deficiencies  within  the  state. 

Mosias  said,  "the  Legislative  Interim 
Committee's  findings  regarding  highway 
needs,  and  recommendations  as  to  ways  and 
means  of  financing  said  needs,  will  be  the 
forerunner  of  highway  financing  legislation 
to  be  introduced  at  the  1953  Regular  Session 
of  the  California  Legislature.  The  Cham- 
ber's Traffic  and  Highway  Section  is  keenly 
aware  of  the  deficiencies  upon  the  State 
Highway  System  and  upon  major  highways 
in  metropolitan  areas.  We  arc  planning  an 
intensive  study  of  the  problem  with  the 
view  of  recommending  an  action  program 
to  the  Chamber's  Board  of  Directors  as  to 
methods  of  financing  urgently  needed  high- 
way improvements." 


Public  Views  Modern  Big 
''E"  Outlet  At  Stonestown 

Three  years  in  the  planning  and  construe. 
tion,  San  Francisco's  new  Emporium  at 
Stonestown  opened  its  doors  last  week  and 
the  public  had  an  opportunity  to  view  the 
interior  of  America's  most  modern  depart- 
ment store. 

Covering  six  and  one-half  acres  of  floor 
space,  the  new  addition  to  San  Francisco's 
retail  picture  has  90  individual  departments 
selling  virtually  all  of  the  merchandise 
available  in  the  Emporium's  downtown  loca- 
tion — the  exception  being  the  products  car- 
ried in  the  basement  of  the  Market  Street 
store. 

The  three-level  retail  outlet  was  designed 
to  serve  the  400,000  persons  who  live  within 
a  four-mile  radius  of  the  Stonestown  Com- 
munity Center. 

The  opening  of  the  new  store  testified  to 
the  virility  of  San  Francisco  retail  sales, 
which  for  1951  will  reach  a  new  mark  of 
$1,750,000,000  as  estimated  by  the  Cham- 
ber's Research  Department. 

The  new  annual  high  was  a  combination 
of  sales  of  food  for  off -premise  consumption, 
gasoline  sales  and  the  1951  taxable  sales  of 
outlets  in  San  Francisco  licensed  to  sell 
tangible  personal  property  at  retail. 

Taxable  retail  sales  for  1951  were  $1,- 
469.069,000  or  8.7  per  cent  above  19,50  sales 
with  23,750  outlets  licensed  as  of  December 
31,  1951.

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Chamber  To  Fight  McLain 
November  Ballot  Measures 

Opposition  to  State  Ballot  Propositions 
10  and  11  which  are  sponsored  by  pension 
promoter  George  H.  IWcLain  is  now  part  of 
the  official  Chamber  record,  according  to 
Chamber  President  W.  P.  Fuller,  III. 

The  measures  will  come  before  the  elect- 
orate on  November  4. 

Proposition  10,  if  passed  by  the  voters 
would  prohibit  the  operation  or  expenditure 
of  public  funds  to  chambers  of  commerce 
or  any  other  private  organization  which 
attempts  to  influence  legislation.  It  also 
directs  the  Attorney  General  to  recover  all 
public  money  previously  appropriated  to 
chambers  of  commerce  or  pi-ivate  organiza- 
tions conducting  legislative  work. 

Proposition  11  would  set  up  state  opera- 
tion and  state  financing  of  the  Old  Age 
Security  Program  at  an  estimated  expense 
to  California  tax  payers  of  $110,606,730  an- 
nually. The  proposition  also  provides  ( 1 ) 
the  repeal  of  legal  responsibility  of  children 
to  support  their  aged  parents;  (2)  payment 
of  old  age  assistance  to  be  increased  if  the 
cost  of  living  increases,  but  no  reduction  in 
$75  grant  if  cost  of  living  declines;  (3) 
health  benefits  up  to  $25  a  month  in  addi- 
tion to  the  regular  monthly  payment;  (4) 
funeral  benefits  up  to  $150  in  addition  to 
present  payments;  (5)  increases  the  value 
of  personal  property  which  an  applicant 
may  own  from  $1200  to  $1500— which  ex- 
cludes the  value  of  a  "moderately  priced" 
automobile  from  being  considered  personal 
property. 

President  Fuller  in  announcing  the  Cham- 
ber's attack  said,  "This  is  the  latest  of  a 
series  of  old  age  security  measures  spon- 
sored by  George  McLain.  In  the  November 
1948  election,  the  voters  adopted  an  initia- 
tive measure  sponsored  b.v  McLain  which 
named  Mrs.  Myrtle  Williams  as  Director

One  of  the  most  positive  industrial  ex- 
pansions in  San  Francisco's  history  con- 
tinued its  climb  during  the  first  six  months 
of  19.52,  according  to  H.  H.  Fuller,  Chair- 
man of  the  Chamber's  Industrial  Advisory 
Committee. 

Fuller  reported  that  expenditures  of 
$5,427,000  within  San  Francisco  alone  were 
almost  three  times  those  of  the  first  six 
months  of  1951  recorded  at  $1,888,592. 

Manufacturers  of  the  Bay  Region  found 
it  necessary   to  spend  $78,985,619   to  keep 
abreast     of     the     ever 
growing  western  mar- 
ket, the  Chamber  Com- 
mittee Chairman  said. 
Seventy -one    new 
plants  in  the  Bay  Re- 
gion   for    the    first    six 
months  of  1952  totaled 
$47,540,630  and  166  ex- 
pansions of  facilities  in 
this   same  period 
reached    $31,444,989. 
Thus  $14,011,815   more 
was  invested  in  the 
first   six   months  of 
1953  than  in  1951. 
Construction  payrolls  and  sales  commis- 
sions in  the  48  counties  of  Northern  Cali- 
fornia soared  with  $87,057,619  being  com- 
mitted.

Chamber's   Tax    Program 
Shows  High  Dividends 

HiRh  dividends  have  resulted  from  the 
Chamber's  \vorl<  program  protesting  rising 
Federal  taxes  and  run-away  governmental 
spending,  according  to  Henry  C.  Judd. 
Chairman  of  the  Chamher's  Tax  Section. 

Judd's  comment  stemmed  from  a  recent 
meeting  at  which  Herbert  J.  Miller,  execu- 
tive director  of  the  Tax  Foundation  of  New 
York  and  Washington,  said,  "every  indi- 
vidual and  organization  that  has  taken  spe- 
cial action  to  help  reduce  Federal  expen- 
ditures may  take  some  credit  for  the  $11 
billion  reduction  in  appropriations  in  the 
new  fiscal  period  19fJ2-53." 

The  meeting  was  held  under  the  auspices 
of  the  California  State  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce with  whom  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber cooperated  in  the  dri\e  to  check  Fed- 
eral taxes  and  governmental  spending. 

In  summarizing  the  favorable  results  of 
the  economy  drive.  Miller  declared.  "This 
$11  billion  reduction  was  made  possible 
largely  by  the  concern  o\er  high  spending 
that  was  translated  into  action  by  groups 
such  as  yours.  Many  in  Washington  feel 
greatly  encouraged  by  the  awakening  of 
the  people  to  matters  of  fiscal  control. 
Your  organization  must  continue  their  edu- 
cational work  not  onl.\-  among  your  own 
memberships  but  among  its  allied  organiza- 
tions and  industries." 

The  tax  expert  offered  three  broad  points 
for  further  implementing  governmental 
economy  and  attendant   tax  reductions. 

1.  Congress  must  refuse  to  create  any 
new  function  or  services. 

2.  Establish  the  principle  of  "Expendi- 
ture Limitation"  by  placing  a  limit  on  the 
amount  of  money  that  can  be  expended  in 
any  new  money  bill. 

3.  Improve  the  facilities  by  which  Con- 
gress may  review,  stud>-  and  determine  the 
soundness  of  the  various  items  of  the 
budget.

Act  for  International  Development  —  the 
Board  presented  President  Truman  with  a 
'Point  Four'  policy  guide  which  stressed 
among  other  things  that  economic  develop- 
ment ,in  the  full  .sense  of  the  term,  re- 
quires an  investment  of  capital  resources 
far  in  excess  of  any  amount  now  or  likely 
in  the  future  to  be  available  from  public 
funds.  We  realize  this  is  a  job  for  private 
business,  and  we  hope  to  receive  the  sup- 
port of  industry  through  this  series  of 
'grass-roots'  meetings." 

Kimball  explained  that  the  two  principal 
governmental  agencies  cooperating  with 
the  Board  in  staging  the  San  Franci.sco 
meeting  would  be  the  Department  of 
State's  Technical  Cooperation  Administra- 
tion — responsible  for  the  over-all  adminis- 
tration of  the  "Point  Four"  program- -and 
the  Department  of  Commerce  one  of  the 
agencies  working  with  the  Technical  Co- 
operation Administration  in  program  ele- 
ments which  involve  private  entcrpri.se. 

Chamber  President  Fuller  said,  "This 
meeting  prnvldps  an  unusual  opportunit,v 
for  California  and  Western  business-finan- 
eial  leaders  to  increase  their  participation 
in  the  industrial  anil  enf^ineerin^  develop- 
ment abroad  In  which  local  or|;ani7.atlons 
have  already  taken  a  leading  part." 


Analysis  Of  City's  Market 
Center  Advantages  Started 

In  its  continuing  el'fort  to  expand  San 
Francisco  as  a  market  center,  the  Cham- 
ber's Domestic  Trade  Department  is  cur- 
I'cntly  querying  100  national  firms  with 
l)ranches  here  and  100  national  businesses 
Ihal,  at  present,  do  not  maintain  any  oper- 
ation in  San  Francisco. 

The  Big  Question-  What  do  you  consider 
to  he  San  Francisco's  advantages  as  a  mar- 
ket center? 

The  total  200  distribution  and  market  in.; 
firms  fall  within  20  product  categories. 

Burt  W.  Pickard.  Chairman  of  the 
Chamber's  Market  Center  Development 
Sub-Committee  —  the  group  making  the 
"firm  analysis" — said,  "We  think  we  know 
San  Francisco's  distribution  and  marketing 
advantages.  However,  in  order  to  expand 
our  knowledge,  and  so  that  we  may  know 
v\here-of  we  speak,  we  felt  it  was  essential 
that  such  an  anab'sis  be  undertaken." 

Local  branches  of  national  firms  aic 
al.so  being  asked  what  they  consider  the 
city's  major  distribution  and  marketing 
problems  so  that  the  causes  of  these  opin- 
ions can  be  given  top  priority  in  solution. 

Results  of  the  current  Domestic  Trade 
project  will  be  used  in  promotional  litera- 
ture and  to  expand  the  "knowledge  fund" 
of  the  individuals  who  are  working  to  ex- 
pand San  Francisco  as  a  market  center, 
Pickard  said. 


Domestic  Trade  Mails  To

California    75c    Minimum 
Wage  Law  Now  in  Effect 


A  new  California  minimum  wage  of  7^ 
cents  an  hour  for  women  and  minors  went 
into  effect  last  Frida.\'. 

In  January  of  this  year  and  after  action 
b.N'  the  Board  of  Directors,  Chamber  Presi- 
dent W.  P.  Fuller,  III,  communicated  with 
the  State's  Industrial  Welfare  Commission 
asking  that  any  increase  in  the  minimum 
wage  l5e  made  consistent  with  the  rate 
fixed  b.\-  Federal  law.  The  new  hourl.\-  rate 
does  agree  with  the  Federal  standard. 

The  rate  applies  to  women  and  minors  in 
all  industries  in  California  except  agricul- 
ture and  domestic  .service  in  private  house- 
holds. 

A  provision  is  made  for  a  60-cent  rate 
which  ma.\'  he  paid  to  a  limited  number  of 
learners  and  also  to  a  limited  number  of 
minors.  Under  the  new  California  Industrial 
Welfare  Commission  Order  learners  may 
work  at  a  rate  of  60  cents  an  hour  for  the 
first  200  hours  of  employment  onl.\ .  There- 
after they  must  be  paid  75  cents  per  hour.

Long  Range  Shipping  Law 
Had  Chamber's  Support 

The  Long  Range  Shipping  Bill  supported 
by  the  Chamber  has  been  signed  by  the 
president  after  having  been  adopted  during 
the  closing  sessions  of  the  last  Congress. 

The  law  represents  an  emergency  com- 
promise between  widely  differing  segments 
of  the  shipping  industry  and  agencies  of 
the  government. 

The  measure  contains  the  foUoviing  prin- 
cipal provisions: 

1.  Extends  construction  differentials  to 
all  ships  operated  in  the  foreign  trade  of 
the  United  States  (former  law  confined  this 
provision  only  to  ships  operating  on  essen- 
tial trade  routes  determined  by  the  gov- 
ernment). 

2.  Non-recourse  loans  on  passengier  ships. 
Limits  the  liability  of  the  owner  to  the 
passenger  ship  itself  and  thus  does  not  en- 
cumber liability  on  other  segments  of  his 
fleet. 

3.  Reduces  trade-in  age  on  merchant 
ships  to  the  Government  from  17  years  to 
12  years,  encouraging  earlier  replacement. 

4.  Extends  the  life  of  a  merchant  ship 
for  depreciation  purposes  when  it  has  been 
reconstructed  and  modernized  to  meet  Gov- 
ernment specifications. 

5.  Removes  salary  limitation  of  $25,000 
for  employees  of  companies  receiving  Gov- 
ernment aid,  liut  provides  that  the  increase 
must  be  borne  exclusively  by  the  private 
operator.

of  the  Department  of  Social  Welfare  and 
vested  exclusive  administration  power  in 
the  Director,  specified  the  old  age  benefits, 
and  appropriated  all  necessary  funds  to 
carry  out  the  law.  The  effect  of  this  consti- 
tutional amendment  was  so  glaringly  vi- 
cious that  in  the  November  1949  election, 
the  people  repealed  the  1948  enactment. 

"McLain  has  been  steadfastly  opposed  by 
local  chambers  of  commerce  in  his  drive 
for  pension  schemes  which  would  create 
economic  chaos  in  California  government. 
Anticipating  continued  opposition  from 
chambers  of  commerce  to  his  1952  old  age 
pension  amendment,  McLain  seeks  to 
silence  the  chambers  of  commerce  by  cut- 
ting off  that  portion  of  their  support  de- 
rived from  tax  funds. 

"Historically,  chambers  of  commerce 
have  received  support  from  county  tax 
funds  for  the  purpose  of  inducing  immigra- 
tion to,  and  increasing  the  trade  and  com- 
merce of  the  counties.  The  laws  under 
which  this  very  effective  county-chamber 
of  commerce  cooperation  has  been  made 
possible  dates  back  to  1907.  Since  that  time 
the  legislature  has  reviewed  it  on  several 
occasions  and  in  each  instance  the  provi- 
sions have  been  found  in  the  best  interests 
of  the  tax  payers.  Our  own  Chamber  re- 
ceives monies  from  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  to  advertise,  exploit,  and 
make  known  San  Francisco's  resources. 

"The  record  is  clear  that  the  money 
heretofore  received  and  which  we  are  cur- 
rently using  is  paying  100c  on  the  dollar  in 
the  form  of  new  industr,\'.  increased  em- 
ployment, tourist  and  settler  traffic  —  all 
adding  to  the  prosperity  of  our  community. 

"The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce looks  eagerly  to  this  challenge  pre- 
sented by  McLain.  It  is  an  opportunity  to 
tell  the  voters  of  California  the  job  cham- 
bers of  commerce  are  doing  to  make  this 
State  and  its  cities  a  better  place  in  which 
to  live  and  make  a  living."

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CofC  Brochure  To  State  Highway  Commission 


Efforts  on  the  jjart  of  the  Chamber  to 
assure  the  early  completion  of  planned  au- 
tomotive freeways  to  ser\e  San  Francisco 
culminated  in  the  presentation  this  morn- 
ing in  Sacramento  of  a  ten-page  brochure 
to  the  members  of  the  State  Highway  Com- 
mission. The  brochure  contains  recommen- 
dations for  construction  projects  to  be 
placed  in  the  1953-54  State  Highway  budget. 

Presented  by  Leonard  S.  Mosias  of  the 
Chamber's  Traffic  and  Highway  Section, 
the  two-color  map  illustrated  booklet  listed 
the  following  projects  and  recommenda- 
tions: 

1.  Bayshore  Freeway — Completion  of  ac- 
quisition and  construction  of  9.3  miles  in 
San  Francisco  and  3.0  miles  outside  of  San 
Francisco.  A  request  made  for  the  comple- 
tion of  the  Ba>'shore  Freeway  to  San  Jose 
as  rapidly  as  possible. 

2.  Embarcadero  Freeway  —  Funds  to  be 
made  available  immediately  for  plans  and 
surveys.  Total  length  2.8  miles,  all  in  San 
Francisco.  (1.3  miles  immediate — 1.5  miles 
subsequent.) 

3.  Panhandle  Freeway  —  Funds  to  be 
made  available  immediately  for  plans  and 
surveys.  Total  length  3.5  miles,  all  in  San 
Francisco.  11.3  miles  immediate — 2.2  miles 
subsequent.) 

In  making  the  presentation  Mosias  said, 
"San  Francisco's  strategic  centering  on  the 


Pacific  Coast  has  accounted  for  its  Ijoing 
one  of  the  great  industrial  commercial,  fi- 
nancial and  shipping  centers  of  the  world. 
The  same  geographic  features  that  help  to 
make  San  Francisco  a  great  and  attractive 
city  bring  with  them  natural  barriers  to 
low  cost  and  rapid  travel.  Water-locked  on 
three  sides,  the  San  Francisco  growth  has 
spilled  over  political  boundaries  to  surge 
southerly  along  the  peninsula. 

"San  Francisco's  continuing  economic 
development  depends  primarily  upon  the 
adequacy  of  (1)  the 
State  Highway  System 
linking  our  city  to  the 
south,  (2)  the  distribu- 
tive State  Highway 
System  within  our  cit>' 
and  (3)  bridge  facili- 
ties spanning  the  water 
barriers  to  the  north 
and  east." 

Mosias  made  note  of 
the  city's  one  million 
"daytime"  population, 
the  fact  that  it  is  con- 
sidered a  key  target  of 

defense  plants,  miltary  establishments  and 
communications  and  the  city's  position  as 
the  focal  point  for  190,000  commuters  daily. 

On   this   last   point   the   Chamber's  com- 
mittee chairman  declared,   "Many  of  these

commuters  use  private  vehicles  o\cr  state 
highway  routes  to  and  from  our  city  as  is 
indicated  in  the  State  Division  of  Highways 
1951  annual  traffic  count  (Bavshore  Free- 
way .  .  .  39.121— the  Bay  Bridge  .  .  .  87,531 
and  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  .  .  .  27,961.) 

"In  addition  there  are  277..566  motor  ve- 
hicles registered  and  normally  operating  in 
San  Francisco.  The  combined  travel,  as 
traffic  studies  prove,  is  predominately  to 
the  downtown  area  over  a  street  system 
admittedly  inadequate.  Realization  of  the 
Embarcadero  and  Panhandle  distributive 
freeways  will  materially  alleviate  these 
conditions." 

Mosias  traveled  to  Sacramento  with 
members  of  his  committee.  Chamber  staff 
personnel  and  Sherman  P.  Duckel,  director 
of  Public  Works  for  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco. 

Highway  Commission  in  S.  F. 

Mosias  announced  earlier  this  week  that 
the  State  Highway  Commission  expects  to 
hold  their  September  meeting  in  San  Fran- 
cisco with  the  tentative  dates  announced  as 
September  16,  17  and  18. 

The  Commission  will  be  invited  by  the 
Chamber  to  tour  the  routes  of  the  three 
proposed  freeway  projects  in  San  Francisco 
and  to  be  the  organization's  guests  at  a 
special  luncheon  which  will  be  attended  by 
the  Chamber's  Board  of  Directors.

Public  Health  Gathering 
Discusses  Smog  Problem 

There  is  no  proof  that  air  pollution, 
known  as  smog,  has  any  effect  upon  the 
health  of  the  public  according  to  current 
scientific  publications,  Paul  L.  Magill, 
Technical  Director  of  Air  Research,  Stan- 
ford Research  Institute,  told  members  of 
the  Chamber's  Public  Health  Section  at  a 
Fairmont  Hotel  meeting  last  week. 
Costs  Money 

However,  Magill  pointed  out,  air  pollu- 
tion has  caused  serious  economic  difficulties 
particularly  through  its  effect  upon  cattle 
and  crops. 

Air  pollution  exists  "at  least  qualita- 
tively" in  San  Francisco,  he  said,  but  ex- 
pressed no  opinion  on  whether  current  con- 
ditions constitute  a  problem.  Air  pollution 
may  become  a  problem  as  the  Ba>'  Region 
grows  in  population  and  industries,  accord- 
ing to  Magill. 

He  cited  factors  that  should  be  consid. 
ered  in  locating  a  new  industry  so  as  to 
alleviate  smog  possibilities.  They  were:  ex- 
tent and  direction  of  the  wind,  frequency  of 
temperature  inversion,  nature  of  the  topog- 
raphy, and  prevalence  of  fine  dust. 
No  Law  Asked 

The  scientist  expressed  the  hope  that 
smog  prevention  can  be  accomplished  by 
education  and  the  application  of  voluntary 
methods  rather  than  by  law. 

Dr.  Rodney  R.  Beard,  Public  Health  Sec- 
tion Chairman,  presided  at  the  meeting. 
Guests  included  members  of  the  Industrial 
Committee's  Special  Projects  Section. 
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Know  the  Issues 

State  Proposition  14- 
Lift  Chinese  Restrictions 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  supports 
State  Ballot  Proposition  No.  14 — Repealing 
constitutional  restrictions  on  Chinese,  ac- 
cording to  a  statement  issued  this  week  by 
James  E.  O'Brien.  Chairman  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Legislative  and  National  Affairs  Sec- 
tion. 

Article  XIX  of  the  Constitution  deals 
with  aliens,  particularly  Chinese,  and  con- 
tains these  four  sections: 

Sections  Listed 

Section  1.  The  Legislature  shall  prescribe 
the  necessary  regulations  governing  aliens 
who  are  undesirable,  shall  impose  condi- 
tions upon  which  they  may  reside  in  the 
state  and  shall  provide  a  means  for  their 
removal  for  failure  to  comply  with  such 
conditions. 

Section  2.  No  corporation  formed  under 
the  laws  of  this  state  shall  employ  any 
Chinese  or  Mongolian. 

Section  3.  No  Chinese  shall  be  employed 
on  any  state,  county,  municipal  or  other 
public  work. 

Section  4.  Declares  the  policy  that  for- 
eigners ineligible  to  become  citizens  are 
dangerous  to  the  well  being  of  the  state 
and  that  the  Legislature  should  discourage 
their  immigration  and  should  discourage 
coolieism  as  a  form  of  human  slavery.  This 
section  shall  be  enforced  by  appropriate 
legislation. 
Proposition  Analyzed 

O'Brien  in  analyzing  Proposition  14  said, 
"Article  XIX  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  of  California  has  been  obsolete  for 
many  years.  'While  it  has  been  in  the  Con- 
stitution since  its  first  enactment,  no  im- 
plementing legislation  now  exists  to  carry 
out  any  provisions  of  the  Article.  Several 
provisions  of  the  Article  are  directly  con- 
trary to  decisions  of  the  United  States  Su- 
preme Court  and  the  Supreme  Court  of 
California,  which  decisions  hold  that  such 
provisions  or  comparable  restrictions  on 
aliens  are  unconstitutional." 

Assembly  Constitutional  Amendment  No. 
59  (State  Ballot  Proposition  No.  14)  was 
introduced  in  the  California  Legislature  bj' 
Assemblyman  Thomas  Maloney  of  San 
Francisco.  It  passed  in  the  Senate  and  in 
the   Assembly  without  opposition. 

O'Brien  pointed  out  that  all  of  the  pro- 
visions of  Article  XIX  are  archaic  vdth  the 
exception  of  certain  regulatory  provisions 
regarding  the  power  to  legislate  in  connec- 
tion with  health,  crimes,  etc.  The  power  of 
the  Legislature,  however,  is  implicit  in  the 
police  power  and  has  been  derived  from 
Article  XIX,  he  said.

Will  Aid  Buyers 

With  the  aim  uf  being  of  assistance  to 
government  procurement  officials,  the 
Chamber  will  locate  sources  of  supply  and 
manufacturing  facilities,  provide  office 
services  to  visiting  buyers,  will  contact  the 
procurement  men  at  their  establishments 
and  conduct  conferences  on  military  pur- 
chasing. Military  buyers  have  already  been 
furnished  with  complete  sets  of  directories 
listing  San  Francisco  manufacturers,  pre- 
pared by  the  Chamber's  Domestic  Trade 
Department.

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Chamber  Presses  Program 
For  Muni  Rail  Economies

The  legislation  if  approved  by  the  elect- 
orate would  effect  a  saving  in  taxes  of  ap- 
proximately $400,000  a  year,  Browne  said. 

Charter  Amendments 

This  legislation  is  one  of  four  charter 
amendments  appro\ed  by  the  Chamber  for 
passage.  The  other  three  are: 

1 — Eliminate  initiative  ordinance  provid- 
ing for  two-man  operation  of  street  cars. 

2— Amend  Charter  Section  125  to  clarify 
and  conclusively  remove  from  the  Charter 
any  requirement  that  platform  men  must 
complete  an  8-hour  day  within  a  spread  of 
10  hours. 

3 — Enact  new  Charter  Section  to  provide 
that  wages  of  platform  employees  and  bus 
operators  shall  be  at  rates  not  higher  than 
that  paid  in  cities  in  the  State  of  California 
with  a  population  in  excess  of  100.000. 

Browne  advised  Supervisor  John  J.  Fer- 
don  of  the  Judiciary  Committee  that  the 
Chamber  will  recommend  the  drafting  of 
legislation  to  correct  the  charter  on  the 
three  points. 

The  Mass  Transit  Section  is  studying  op. 
erations  of  street  railways  in  the  cities  of 
Boston,  Chicago,  Cleveland  and  Toronto 
and  expects  to  draft  recommendations  for 
provisions  to  be  included  in  legislation  for 
a  transit  authority.

Two  years  later, 
he  was  elected  chairman  of  the  board.

Francisco  Bay  Region  as  a  factory  locale, 
scores  of  manufacturers  committed  $82,- 
231,619  to  industrial  expansion  in  this  area 
from  January  through  July  of  this  year,  it 
was  reported  today  by  the  Chamber's  In- 
dustrial Department. 

This  total  was  $9,085,084  greater  than 
industrial  investments  for  the  same  seven- 
month  period  last  year.

This  city  jumped  ahead  of  the  other 
counties  cluring  July  with  seven  new  proj- 
ects announced — requiring  capital  invesl- 
ments  that  will  treble  those  of  June — and 
creating  70  new  jobs. 

Expansion  throughout  the  Bay  Region 
has  shown  a  diversification  touching  nearly 
every  phase  of  industry,  according  to  the 
survey.

W.  Parmer  Fuller,  III,  Chamber  Presi- 
dent, will  be  chairman  of  the  meeting  at 
which  Reed  will  enunciate  the  tenets  of  pri- 
vate enterprise  in  the  progress  of  a  nation. 
Reed  has  been  with  General  Electric  for 
more  than  a  quarter-century  and  was  first 
elected  chairman  of  the  board  in  1939. 

He  resigned  this  and  other  posts  during

Board  and  later  Chief  of  the  United  States 
Mission  for  Economic  Affairs  in  London. 

In  1945  Reed  was  once  again  elected 
chairman  of  the  board  of  General  Electric 
and,  in  addition,  chairman  of  the  board  of 
the  International  General  Electric  Co.

TREND 

Kmploynient  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
Area  rose  to  a  ne«'  high  for  Jul>'  of  997.000. 
Bay  Area  retail  department  store  sales 
bettered  last  July  by  4'y  and  the  7  months 
equalled  last  year.  Bay  Area  financial 
transactions  of  .?4.2  billion  were  up  $500,- 
000.000  or  13.6'r  carrying  the  7  months 
total  to  $27,780,792,000  or  $1.5  billion  above 
a  year  ago.  Both  the  July  and  7-month 
transaction  totals  accounted  for  slightly 
higher  ratios  of  the  Twelfth  District  total 
than  a  year  ago — July  amounting  to  31.46% 
against  30.91'y  and  the  7  months  to  30.50';f 
against  30.26'r.  The  effects  of  industrial 
disputes  in  the  steel  and  shipping  industries 
on  employment  were  not  evident  until  late 
in  July  but  sharp  employment  rises  in  sea- 
sonal industries  and  construction  resulted 
in  a  12.500  employment  gain,  according  to 
the  C.S.E.S. 

Employment  in  San  Francisco  reached 
the  highest  level  for  the  current  year  in 
July;  financial  transactions  in  San  Fran- 
cisco established  a  new  all-time  monthly 
high  in  Jul.\'  of  $3,324,517,000  and  $464,000.- 
000  and  W'r  above  a  year  ago;  and  San 
Francisco  July  department  store  sales  were 
up  11^'-  and  for  the  7  months  47r.  The  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  July 
Business  Activity  Index  at  124.3  was  11% 
above  last  July. 

TRADE 

San  Francisco  retail  department  stores 
in  July  experienced  one  of  the  best  gains 
among  the  leading  cities  in  the  Twelfth 
District.  Northern  California  sales  were  up 
6';J  and  I'/r  respectively;  Southern  Califor- 
nia 3'}'r  and  I'J.  and  Twelfth  District  sales 
were  up  5',f  in  July  but  the  7  months  total 
was  identical  to  last  year.  San  Jose  led  all 
cities  reported  in  the  Twelfth  District  with 
a  19%  gain  over  July  a  year  ago.  Pacific 
Coast  Wholesaler  sales  during  June  (lat- 
est) exceeded  last  year  by  6%  but  the  6 
months  total  w'as  off  4%  compared  to  a 
3%  June  gain  in  the  U.  S.  and  a  loss  of 
5%  for  the  6-month  period. 

TRANSPORTATION 

Freight  car  movements  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco-Oakland .switching  limits  during  July 
were  off  13'!  and  the  7  months  total  of 
278,111  was  off  10.7%.  The  Pacific  Coast 
Transportation  Advisory  Board  estimated 
car  requirements  during  the  third  quarter 
of  19.52  were  encouraging  compared  to  sim- 
ilar period  last  year,  with  anticipated  in- 
crea.se  of  4.6%  with  total  of  472.274  cars. 
Requirements  for  perishables  amounted  to 
135,709  cars  or  an  increase  of  3";;;  and  for 
other  than  perishables  336..565  cars  or  an 
increase  of  5.4%.  San  Francisco  Airport 
passenger  traffic  in  July  soared  to  170.172 
persons.  30%  above  last  July  and  carried 
the  7  months  cumulative  to  981.107  or 
23.3%  abo\'e  a  year  ago.  Air  mail  loaded 
and  unloaded  during  the  7  months  was  up 
10.6'v ;  air  freight  11. S'!  ;  but  air  express 
was  down  24.9%.  The  Port  of  San  Fran- 
cisco during  July  was  handicapped  by  the 
di.sputes  in  the  shipping  field  and  traffic 
dropped  to  .379,151  revenue  tons  or  24% 
below  a  year  ago;  and  the  7  months  total 
was  down  15.8%.

Shipyards  Receive  Break 
In  New  Policy  Directive 

San  Francisco  shipyards  are  assured  a 
more  equitable  distribution  of  shipbuilding 
contracts  as  a  result  of  action  taken  last 
week  by  Acting  Mobilization  Chief  John  R. 
Steelman  at  the  urging  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  and  others. 

Steelman  corrected  past  interpretations 
of  Defense  Manpower  Policy  4  which 
worked  to  the  detriment  of  Bay  Area  ship- 
building facilities.  He  issued  a  directive  to 
the  Department  of  Defense  to  put  more 
emphasis  on  the  avilability  of  shipbuilding 
facilities  rather  than  on  labor  pools  alone. 

Chamber  General  Manager  G.  L.  Fox  in 
commenting  on  Steelman's  action  said.  "We 
know  this  region  has  the  equipment  and  the 
capabilities.  And,  spokesmen  for  labor  have 
proven  conclusi\ely  that  we  ha\e  more 
than  aniple  nianpuwer."

The  Chamber  received  accolades  this 
week  from  the  American  President  Lines 
for  its  successful  participation  in  the  firm's 
recent  trans-Pacific  pa.ssenger  subsidy  case. 

APL's  President  George  Killion  in  a  let- 
ter to  Walter  A.  Rohde,  the  Chamber's

Every  I>ay  a  Pay  Day 

Every  week-day  is  pay  day  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. Certain  days  of  the  weel<  and  the 
month  are  more  popular  as  pay  days  than 
others.  And  when  the  popular  days  of  the 
week  coincide  with  popular  days  of  the 
month,  such  as  Friday  and  the  fifteenth  of 
the  month,  or  Friday  and  the  last  day  of 
the  month,  it's  PAY  DAY  for  about  35  per 
cent  of  all  employees. 

The  findings  submitted  in  this  report  are 
based  on  replies  from  454  cooperating  es- 
tablishments in  San  Francisco  each  em- 
plo>ing  fifty  persons  or  more  and  which, 
combined,  account  for  160,352  persons,  or 
about  one-third  of  the  total  persons  em- 
ployed in  the  City. 

These  establishments  include  a  general 
cross-section  of  the  City's  diversified  activ- 
ities: the  employed  persons  include  man- 
agers, officials  and  proprietors,  clerical  and 
sales  workers,  craftsmen,  professional  and 
technical  workers,  factory  production 
workers,  warehousemen,  service  workers, 
institutional  and  government  workers  and 
laborers. 

Multiple  Pay  Days 

In  general,  more  than  one-half  of  the  re- 
porting establishments,  or  260,  have  several 
pay  day  frequencies:  that  is,  some  employ- 
ees are  paid  monthly,  some  semi-monthly, 
others  weekly  and  still  others  bi-weekly  or 
a  combination  of  any  two.  On  the  other 
hand.  126  establishments  reported  a 
straight  semi-monthly  frequency;  47  a 
straight  weekly  frequency;  and  21  a 
straight  bi-weekly  frequency. 

Semi-Monthly  Most  Popular;  Weekly  Next 

The  survey  revealed  (as  shown  in  Table 
1)  that  Semi-Monthly  pay  days  are  most 
popular,  as  54.5%  of  all  emplo.>'ecs  surveyed 
are  paid  on  this  frequency.  The  Weekly  pay 
day  frequency  was  next  most  popular  with 
28.390  of  all  employees  in  this  group.  The 
Bi-Weekly  frequency  (every  other  week) 
ranked  next  with  13.5%.  Only  3.4%  of  the 
employees  were  paid  Monthly,  and  less  than 
0.3%   were  paid  by  other  plans.

Pay  Days  for  employees  on  the  Monthly 
and  Semi-Monthly  frequency  include  all 
days  from  the  first  to  the  last  day  of  the 
month  with  exceptions  of  the  ninth, 
eleventh,  and  twenty-fourth,  as  shown  in 
Table  2.  There  are  seven  outstanding  dates 
of  the  month  which  account  for  66%  of  the 
Monthly  and  Semi-Monthly  pay  day  load. 
The  seven  dates  are  the  "1st"  with  6.3% 
the  "5th"  with  11.5%-;  "15th"  with  15.1% 
"16th"  with  6.7% ;  "20th"  with  8.8% ;  "30th' 
with  6.1%;  and  the  "last  day  of  the  month" 
with  11.5%.

Weekly  pay  days  include  Monday  through 
Saturday  with  Wednesday  accounting  for 
20.6%  and  Friday  for  44.3%  of  the  em- 
ployees paid  on  this  frequency,  as  shown  in 
Table  3. 

Bi-Weekly  pa.\'  dajs  also  include  Monday 
through  Saturday,  as  shown  in  Table  4,  but 
Friday  is  outstanding,  accounting  for  76% 
of  the  load,  and  Wednesday  next  with  14.3% . 

Pay  Day  Peak  Periods 

The  fact  that  Weekly  and  Bi-Weekly  pay 
days  rotate  throughout  the  calendar  month 
throughout  the  year  serves  to  emphasize 
the  pay  day  load  when  occurring  on  one  of 
the  seven  popular  monthly  dates  mentioned 
before. 

For  example,  during  the  year  1952,  Fri- 
day— the  most  popular  Weekly  and  Bi- 
Weekly  pay  day — coincides  at  least  once 
with  each  date  in  the  month;  twice  with  the 
same  date  in  different  months  in  several 
instances;  four  times  with  these  dates:  the 
4th,  11th,  18th  and  25th. 

Thus,  with  the  information  presented  in 
this  report,  it  will  be  reasonably  possible 
to  anticipate  the  Pay  Day  Peak  Periods  for 
any  particular  time,  when  considered  in  re- 
lation to  the  calendar.

state  ballot  propositions  Five  and  .Six 
have  received  the  support  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber,  according  to  Legislative 
and  National  Affairs  Section  Chairman 
James  E.  O'Brien. 

Proposition  Five  would  prohibit  any  sub- 
versive persons  or  groups  from  State, 
County  or  City  employment  and  would  pro- 
hibit their  receiving  any  tax  exemptions. 
Proposition  Six  provides  that  public  of- 
ficers and  employees  shall  take  a  compre- 
hensive loyalty  oath  before  entering  upon 
their  duties. 

Both  propositions  will  be  submitted  to 
the  electorate  on  November  4. 

O'Brien  said  the  Chamber's  support  of 
these  propositions  was  given  after  thorough 
study  and  consideration  of  the  "pros  and 
cons"  of  the  issues  involved.  He  pointed  out 
that  while  some  of  the  language  of  Propo- 
sition Five  could  be  improved,  there  was 
no  opportunity  to  make  changes  prior  to  its 
submission  to  the  electorate. 

The  Chamber  in  supporting  passage  of 
Proposition  Six  pointed  out  that  the  gen- 
eral objectives  of  the  proposal  are  designed 
to  bulwark  this  government  against  com- 
munist infiltration  and  are  in  furtherance 
and  support  of  the  constitutions  of  the 
United  States  and  the  State  of  California.

What  Proposition  #11  DOES:  PLues  old  age  sei/ir/ty  program  under  Slate  aditiiunlralion ;  lermiiuiles  county  adniinislralion, 
elhninatei  county  ilnire  of  costs.  Repeals  relatives'  responsibility  requirements.  Increases  575  maximum  monthly  payments  accord- 
ing to  cost-oj-liiing  increases  since  March,  19^0,  within  specified  limits.  Provides  Stale  payment  (up  to  $2i  monthly,  plus  any 
Federal  payments)  for  health  services  for  old  age  recipients,  and  up  to  SnO  funeral  expenses.  Changes  property  qualifications  of 
recipients,  subject  lo  Federal  requirements.  Entitles  recipients  lo  medical  and  hospital  care  from  county  of  residence. 

What  Proposition  #11  IS:  This  Proposition  #11  is  another  fantastically-expensive,  thoroughly-unsound  pension  proposal  pro- 
moled  h)  George  H.  McL.iin.  This  new  pension  scheme  is  another  attempt  by  McLain  (and  his  California  Institute  of  Social  Wel- 
l.ire)  In  coiih'ol  the  Sl.iU'f  welfare  machinery.  It  is  far  more  dangerous  than  McLain' s  1948  plan  ivhich  almost  bankrupted  the  Slate. 


What  About  PENSION  PAYMENTS? 

I'liiler  Proposilioii  #11,  pensions  uolild  he  based  on  u  fluclualing  cosl- 
ol-lii'ing-formula  index — a  highly  debatable  expedient.  Pensions  would 
he  set  at  $75.00  monthly  minimum  and  $100.00  monthly  maximum. 

Attaching  any  governmental  costs  to  a  cost-of-living  index  is  inflation- 
ary of  itself.  Tying  in  pension  costs  to  a  cost-of-living  index  would  have  the 
further  effect  of  estahhshing  a  definite  limit  on  pension  needs  in  the  future 
when  the  needs  naturally  are  unknown. 

Most  compentent  economists  agree  that  the  widespread  stabilization  of 
wage  and  other  cost  schedules  through  a  cost-of-living  index  places  the 
economy  in  an  economic  strait  jacket. 

Proposition  #11.  gives  pensions  first  call  on  all  monies  in  the  State 
Treasury,  thus  jeopardizing  school  and  other  vital  services. 

What  About  RELATIVES'  RESPONSIBILITY? 

The  McLaia  scheme  removes  the  responsibility  of  financially-able  chil- 
dren for  their  parents  and  foists  it  on  the  State.  This  feature  alone,  would 
add  approximately  $V,000,000  lo  annual  costs. 

Tlie  present  law  requires  only  those  adult  sons  and  unmarried  daughters, 
ill  a  posiiioii  lo  do  so,  to  help  support  an  aged  parent.  Now,  contributions 
asked  of  responsible  relatives  are  scaled  to  a  very  small  fraction  of  net 
monthly  income.  Nothing  at  all  is  asked  of  sons  and  daughters  earning  less 
than  S200  net  a  month.  A  man  with  a  wife  and  two  children  is  asked  for 
nothing  unless  he  makes  S401  net  or  more  a  month — and  is  required  to  pay 
just  $5  out  of  a  net  income  of  $401  to  S425. 

Contribution  requirements  can  be  relaxed  further,  as  they  have  been 
from  time  to  time  in  the  past,  by  the  Legislature,  should  conditions  warrant 
and   the  public  so  desire. 


What  About  NEED? 

Proposition  #  11,  as  it  would  be  written  in  tbe  State  Constitution, 
would  make  eligibility  requirements  a  joke,  permitting  pensioners  to  own 
more  real  and  personal  properly  than  many  working  people  who  pay  the 
pensions. 

Proposition  #11  would  permit  ownership  by  pensioners  of  personal 
property  up  to  a  value  of  $1,500  (under  the  community  property  laws,  for 
husband  and  wife,  this  figure  would  be  $3,000) — .itid  there  uoiild  be  iin 
limit  lo  the  rt.d  properly  a  peiiiioijtr  might  oun! 


What  About  STATE  AS  DOCTOR? 

Proposition   #11  guarantees  $25.00  monthly  health  benefits. 

This  $25.00  monthly  is  in  addition  to  the  provision  of  the  present  old 
age  law  which  permits  a  need  budget  in  excess  of  normal  pension  payments 
for  those  aged  witli  continuing  medical  problems. 

Proposition  #U  also  provides  for  funeral  benefits  for  all  old  age  pen- 
sioners up  to  <i>;non  at  State  expense. 


ttealth  benefits,  under  Proposition  #11,  would  be  paid  by  the  State 
directly  to  tiie  person  or  agency  rendering  assistance,  a  point  which  violates 
every  American  precept  of  non-interference  in  the  physician-patient  relation- 
ship. 

Proposition  #11  apparently  would  permit  quacks  to  dupe  the  aged  with 
alleged  "medical"  care  as  it  contains  no  clause  limiting  medical  service  to 
pensioners  by  qualified  members  of  the  medical  profession. 

This  deplorable  section  is  an  open  invitation  to  unscrupulous  persons 
to  squeeze  a  few  dollars  from  needy  pensioners  on  the  pretense  that  "med- 
ical care"  is  being  administered — when  in  fact  the  "practitioner"  might  be 
endangering  the  very  life  of  the  pensioner! 

What  About  The  COST? 

Proposition  #11  will  increase  California's  old  age  assistance  cost  by 
more  than  $150,000,000  annually.  With  270,000  California  pensioners,  the 
new  medical  benefits  of  $25.00  monthly  alone  could  cost  the  State  an 
additional  $80,000,000  a  year. 

Most  recipients  of  aged  aid  in  California  now  receive  $75  per  month. 
Only  two  states — Colorado  and  Massachusetts — now  surpass  this  State  in 
average  monthly  payments  to  the  aged.  With  the  five-dollar  Federal  increase 
recently  granted  them,  California's  eligible  aged  will  receive  $80  per  month. 
Cost  of  living  adjustments  as  provided  in  Proposition  #11  could  well  raise 
these  payments  to  $1,104  per  year  or  $2,208  per  year  for  a  married  couple. 

As  in  the  past,  the  McLain  Group  seeks  to  bring  the  operation  of  the 
program  under  the  State  and  thus  cut  out  local  control  of  administration. 
This  would  also  result  in  duplication  of  administrative  expenses.  The  addi- 
tional benefits  provided  under  the  new  measure  would  also  be  expensive  to 
administer.  Based  on  the  brief  period  in  which  McLain  was  successful  in 
1948,  administration  of  the  new  law  would  cost  the  State  well  over  $5,000,- 
000  annually. 

Monthly  spending  for  aged  aid  in  California  is  already  outstandin.  I , 
high  for  the  nation.  In  the  last  reported  month,  California,  with  a  popul.i- 
tion  of  10.586,000,  paid  out  $18,169,000  for  aged  aid  while  the  four  otlm 
largest  states  in  the  Union,  with  a  combined  population  of  41,986,000  p.n.i 
out  only  $19,676,000. 

What  About  California  As  A  SANCTUARY  FOR  PENSION 
SEEKERS? 

Allracled  by  California's  generosity,  many  elderly  people  hare  migra- 
ted to  this  State  for  pensions.  Over  the  last  fire  years,  the  number  of  old 
age  assistance  recipients  in  California  INCREASED  more  than  647r. 

Compare  this  with  New  York's  8.9  per  cent  increase  and  Michigan's  2  per 
cent  increase.  Pennsylvania's  pension  costs  actually  have  decreased  15  per 
cent,  Illinois'  have  dropped  10  per  cent  and  Ohio's  have  decreased  1.67r.

Estimated  civilian  employment  in  the 
San  Francisco  Bay  Area  (6  County)  in 
August  readied  a  new  all-time  monthly 
high  of  1,016,200  persons.  Employment  is 
expected  to  continue  at  relatively  high 
levels  during  the  balance  of  the  year.  Aug- 
ust Bay  Area  retail  department  store  sales 
rose  87r  above  last  August,  exceeding  the 
State  and  12th  District  gain  of  6%  each. 
Bay  Area  August  financial  transactions  of 
$3.8  billion  were  2%  below  last  August,  but 
the  8  months  cumulative  of  $31.4  billion 
exceeded  the  similar  period  last  year  by 
$1.3  billion.  August  Bay  Bridge  vehicle 
crossings  amounting  to  2.737,036  and  the 
Golden  Gate  Bridge  crossings  of  1,179,076 
were  new  all-time  records.  Out-of-State 
automobiles  entering  Northern  California 
border  stations  soared  to  108,947  vehicles 
and  302,660  passengers,  accounting  for 
56.6'r  of  total  foreign  cars  entering  the 
State  and  54.5%  of  passengers.  Registered 
tonnage  of  cargo  vessel  arrivals  in  San 
Francisco  Bay  during  August  established 
a  new  all-time  monthly  high;  and  the  num- 
ber of  ship  arrivals  totahng  448  (the  same 
as  in  May)  was  the  highest  in  14  years. 
Ships  arriving  in  the  Bay  today  are  3.3 
times  the  size  of  those  in  1920,  based  on 
registered  tonnage. 

In  San  Francisco,  August  employment 
attained  the  highest  level  during  the  cur- 
rent year:  Airport  passenger  traffic  rose  to 
a  new  monthly  high  carrying  the  8  months 
cumulative  above  a  million  persons;  build- 
ing permits'  value  rose  21.6'f  compared  to 
last  August;  real  estate  deeds  recorded 
increased  8%;  retail  department  store 
sales  ll'X ;  and  electrical  energy  sales  9%. 
The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
August  Business  Activity  Index  at  118.5 
was  the  highest  August  on  record  and  the 
8  months  average  was  up  3.7%. 

CONSTRUCTION   AND   REAL  ESTATE 

Construction  activity  is  expected  to  con- 
tinue in  full  swing  for  the  balance  of  the 
year.  During  August,  777  building  permits 
were  issued  in  San  Francisco  valued  at 
$2,949,197,  an  increase  of  26%  in  number 
and  22%  in  amount  compared  to  August 
last  year.  New  residential  permits  value 
accounted  for  42.3%'  of  the  total  and  pro- 
vided for  136  dwelling  units,  including  103 
single-family;  six  2-family;  and  24  multi- 
family  units.  New  non-residential  accounted 
for  10.5%  of  total  value,  and  additions,  al- 
terations and  repairs  for  47.2'f  of  the  total. 
The  8  months  cumulative  of  5,384  permits 
valued  at  $30,964,039  were  3.1%  under  last 
year  in  number  and  17%  in  amount.  New 
residential,  new  non-residential  and  addi- 
tions, alterations  and  repairs  each  ac- 
counted for  about  one-third  of  the  total 
value.  Real  Estate  deeds  recorded  during 
August  in  San  Francisco  amounting  to 
1,532  were  7.7%  above  last  August;  the  8 
months  total  of  12,364  was  down  6.1%. 

TRADE 

The  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  San  Fran- 
cisco's retail  department  store  sales  report 
for  August  reveals  San  Francisco  made  one 
of  the  best  gains  in  the  12th  District  com- 


pared to  last  August.  The  increase  amount- 
ed to  11%;  only  Tucson,  Arizona,  equalled 
this  gain.  Northern  California  August  sales 
were  up  6%;  Southern  California  7%,  but 
sales  in  the  Central  'Valley  were  off  2%. 
Pacific  Coast  'Wholesalers  sales  during 
July  (latest)  exceeded  the  same  period  last 
year  by  149('  compared  to  13%  gain  in  the 
nation;  and  inventories  at  the  end  of  July 
compared  to  a  year  ago  were  down  18%  on 
the  Pacific  Coast  and  14%  in  the  nation. 


TRANSPORTATION 

Freight  car  movements  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco-Oakland switching  limits  during  Aug- 
ust amounted  to  41,856  compared  to  48,195 
a  year  ago;  the  8  months  cumulative  of 
319,966  car  movements  was  11%  below  last 
year.  San  Francisco  Airport  traffic  soared 
to  a  new  high  in  August  with  172,010  pas- 
sengers   off   and   on   and    19%i    above    last 


August.  The  8  months  total  of  1,153,117 
passengers  was  up  22.7%..  Ship  arrivals  in 
San  Francisco  Bay  in  August  totaled  448 
and  2,178,1.57  registered  tons,  and  depart- 
ures totaled  4.54  and  2,159,208  registered 
tons,  establishing  new  records.  August  re- 
ceipts of  some  dairy  products  were  up  but 
receipts  of  fruits  and  vegetables  amounting 
to  2,175  carlots  or  equivalents  were  4.9% 
below  a  year  ago.  Livestock  slaughtered 
was  down  5%,  but  the  8  months  cumulative 
was  up  19%. 

FINANCE 

San  Francisco  Stock  Exchange  transac- 
tions of  1,111,141  shares  with  market  value 
of  $14,743,594  were  up  15.9%.  in  number  but 
off  25%  in  amount  and  the  8  months  cu- 
mulative was  up  11.8%  in  number  of  shares 
but  off  16.7%.  in  market  value.  There  were 
only  4  commei'cial  failures  reported  in  San 
Francisco  in  August  compared  to  17  a  year 
ago,  bringing  the  8  months  cumulative  to 
81  compared  to  87  last  year.  San  Francisco 
August  bank  debits  amounting  to  $2,866,- 
370,000  were  4.8%  below  last  August  but 
the  8  months  cumulative  of  $24,654,962,000 
was  up  4.8%.  August  postal  receipts 
amounting  to  $2,477,462  were  an  increase 
of  6.5%  and  carried  the  8  months  total  to 
$20,479,339  for  a  gain  of  14.5%. 

UTILITIES 

August  electrical  energy  sales  in  San 
Francisco  were  up  9.3%.  but  industrial  and 
commercial  gas  sales  were  off  0.9%;  the  fa 
months  cumulative  were  up  4.3%  and  3.8% 
respectively.

The  McLain  Anti-Chamber  of  Commerce 
Initiative  proposal  which  will  appear  on 
the  November  4.  1952  ballot  threatens  San 
Francisco's  economic  welfare  and  that  of 
the  entire  state.  If  passed  it  would  prevent 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  along 
with  all  of  the  other  57  counties  of  the 
state  from  appropriat- 
ing public  money  to 
the  California  State 
Chamber  of  Commerce, 
any  local  chamber  of 
commerce.  County  Su- 
pervisors Association  or 
any  other  private  or- 
ganization which  at- 
tempts to  Influence 
legislation. 

Historically  San 
Francisco,  at  a  nom- 
inal cost,  and  far  less 
than  it  could  do  the  job  alone  for,  has 
joined  forces  with  such  outstanding  promo- 
tion agencies  of  the  area  as  the  Redwood 
Empire  Association,  California  Mission 
Trails  Association,  Californians  Incorpor- 
ated, the  San  Francisco  Convention  and 
Tourist  Bureau,  the  California  Slate  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  and  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  in  a  year  around 
program  of  publicizing  San  Francisco's  at- 
tractions and  stimulating  the  traveler's  de- 
sire to  visit  our  city. 

All  of  these  organizations  derive  from 
private  sources  their  principal  support, 
to  which  the  City  contributes  in  varying 
amounts  from  a  fund  which  the  State  Leg- 
islature many  years  ago  authorized  all  Cal- 
ifornia cities  and  counties  to  create  by  a 
special  small  tax  levy. 

The  integration  of  all  these  activities  by 
and  on  behalf  of  San  Francisco,  working  in 
cooperation  with  its  neighbors,  is  effected 
through  the  offices  of  the  Chief  Adminis- 
trative Officer  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco.  The  city  charter  places 
under  his  supervision  the  administration  of 
the  city's  publicity  and  advertising  fund. 

Under  his  direction  the  expenditures 
have  been  geared  to  a  policy  of  helping  or- 
ganizations which  are  working  for  San 
Francisco  and  its  trade  area. 

The  philosophy  governing  this  expendi- 
ture of  public  funds  recognizes  the  fact 
that  the  tourist  industry  has  played  an  im- 
portant part  in  the  development  of  San 
Francisco  and  the  Bay  Area. 

The  role  of  the  tourist  has  been  twofold: 
First,  the  tourists'  dollars  have  helped 
greatly  to  sustain  this  city's  purchasing 
power.  This  is  important  when  it  is  con- 
sidered that  the  West  has  had  to  buy  heav- 
ily of  the  East's  supplies  and  manufactured 
goods.   Even   though  West  Coast  manufac- 
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turing  is  increasing,  continued  spending  by 
tourists  is  necessary  to  maintain  our  high 
level  of  prosperity — our  standard  of  living. 
Secondly,  it  has  been  the  tourist  who  has 
discovered  San  Francisco  and  its  environs 
as  an  ideal  place  for  new  families  to  live, 
as  a  fine  location  for  a  new  factory,  or  as 
an  opportunity  for  a  new  business.  Many 
of  the  people  who  have  come  to  San  Fran- 
cisco and  its  trade  area  to  visit  have  later 
come  back  to  stay,  bringing  with  them  new 
vigor,  ideas  and  wealth  to  build  up  this 
area. 

When  I  speak  of  tourists  I  mean  visitors. 
I  do  not  particularly  like  the  term  "tour- 
ist." "Visitors,"  the  better  term  I  think, 
includes  vacationists,  travelers  to  other 
destinations  stopping  over  here,  convention 
delegates,  business  men  and  women,  and 
persons  visiting  friends  or  relatives.  They 
are  all  lured  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  desire 
to  see  and  experience  San  Francisco  and  its 
surrounding  areas — some  for  the  first  time, 
many  to  recapture  former  delights. 

By  a  pooling  of  public  and  private  funds, 
and  entering  into  partnership  with  the  re- 
gion that  surrounds  it,  the  city  not  only 
brings  visitors  to  see  its  own  sparkling  self 
but  also  steers  them  through  neighboring 
areas  and  calls  to  their  attention  natural 
wonders  and  historic  shrines  they  might 
otherwise  pass  up. 

On  the  other  hand,  through  the  promo- 
tion of  advertising  of  community  or  area 
organizations  and  chambers  of  commerce 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  people  are  in- 
duced to  pass  through  San  Francisco  an- 
nually .  .  .  through  their  featuring  of  such 
attractions  as  the  redwoods,  the  missions, 
the  ghost  towns  of  the  Mother  Lode,  na- 
tional parks  and  monuments,  national  for- 
est areas,  and  of  such  specialized  vacation 
activities  as  winter  sports,  pack  trips  into 
the  wilderness  areas,  dude  ranches,  mineral 
springs  and  our  ocean  beaches. 

In  addition  are  the  large  number  of 
farmer  and  business  men  visitors  who. 
while  attracted  primarily  b.v  scenic,  historic 
and  recreational  attractions,  scan  with  an 
appreciative  eye  the  di\'ersified  crops  or, 
for  the  first  time,  see  and  realize  the  ad- 
vantages offered  by  northern  and  central 
California  for  business  opportunities.  Added 
to  these  are  many  people  who  have  reached 
a  financially  secure  position  and  are  seek- 


ing a  place  to  which  they  can  retire.  The 
records  are  replete  with  specific  cases, 
showing  the  value  of  this  phase  of  our  pro- 
motion. 

This  very  effective  cooperation  between 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and 
our  principal  promotion  agencies,  which  so 
greatly  benefits  all  of  our  taxpayers,  is  now 
being  attacked  by  Mr.  McLain  who  says  in 
support  of  his  Anti-Chamber  of  Commerce 
Initiative.  "One  of  the  biggest  steals  put 
over  on  an  unsuspecting  public  is  that  of 
the  diversion  of  millions  of  dollars  of  tax 
funds  each  year  to  the  support  of  the  state 
and  local  chambers  of  commerce." 

Under  McLain's  proposed  amendment, 
any  private  organization  which  made  its 
views  known  with  respect  to  any  legislative 
matter  would  become  ineligible  to  receive 
any  public  funds.  Thus  a  statewide  organi- 
zation which  urged  adequate  appropriations 
to  develop  and  preserve  natural  resources, 
parks,  beaches,  forests,  and  other  import- 
ant recreational  facilities  of  the  State 
would  thereby  cut  itself  off  from  any  city 
or  county  financial  assistance  in  making 
those  facilities  and  attractions  known  to 
prospective  visitors.  A  local  organization 
which  so  much  as  asked  for  funds  for  sup- 
port of  a  festival  or  celebration  which 
would  be  an  attraction  would  be  guilty  of 
attempting  to  influence  legislation,  and 
would  thereby  cut  itself  off  from  receipt  of 
the  funds. 

The  travel  and  recreation  and  business 
expenditures  of  out-of-State  tourists  and 
the  vacationing  of  our  own  people  are  es- 
timated at  more  than  a  billion  dollars  and 
rank  high  in  the  State's  economy.  Many  of 
our  counties  whose  natural  resources  have 
been  relied  upon  heretofore  for  employ- 
ment, such  as  lumbering  and  mining,  find 
production  at  a  standstill  or  supplies 
shrinking.  They  are  looking  to  recreation 
to  take  up  the  slack.  Few  counties  in  the 
State  are  in  a  financial  position  to  adver- 
tise their  recreational  and  other  attractions 
directly  and  effectively,  but  must  rely 
upon  the  overflow  from  the  metropolitan 
center  and  upon  visitors  attracted  by  the 
type  of  organizations  mentioned  and  their 
chambers  of  commerce. 

Should  county  encouragement  and  assist- 
ance be  withdrawn  as  proposed  in  McLain's 
Proposition  #10,  serious  harm  may  result 
to  San  Francisco  and  the  entire  State.

pupil  In  average  daily  attendance,  of  which  each  school  district  shall  receive  not 
less  than  S120  per  pupil.  To  become  operative  July  1,   1953. 

This  amendment  would  "freeze"  into  the  Constitution  a  new 
permanent  minimum  basis  of  State  aid  to  local  school  districts. 
It  does  not  provide  its  own  method  of  financing.  It  is  merely  a 
demand  upon  the  funds  of  the  State  of  California.  If  passed,  it 
would  mean  an  increase  of  approximately  $70,000,000  in  state 
school  support  and  would  require  additional  State  taxes.  The 
California  Teachers  Association  has  placed  this  measure  before 
the  voters,  claiming  that  the  State  Legislature  has  not  increased 
school  appropriations  in  line  with  the  decreased  value  of  the  dol- 
lar. In  1946  the  California  Teachers  Association  had  a  similar 
initiative  measure  which  was  passed  by  the  people  establishing 
an  ADA  standard  of  $120.  Though  its  passage  in  part  removed 
the  responsibility  of  the  Legislature  to  keep  posted  on  school 
needs,  nevertheless  the  Legislature  did  appropriate  funds  above 
the  $120  ADA  standard  set  for  1947  and  for  1951  the  appropria- 
tion was  $147  per  ADA.  This  is  a  22.5  per  cent  increase  since 
1947  whereas  the  dollar  has  devalued  13  per  cent  in  this  four 
year  period.  Giving  consideration  to  the  cost  of  living  change, 
State  and  local  school  expenditures  per  ADA  have  increased 
from  $111.04  in  1947  to  $145.43  in  1951,  a  31  per  cent  increase 
ibove  the  cost  of  living,  according  to  the  California  Taxpayers 
Association. 

Since  1946,  the  Legislature  has  adopted  over  15  important  new 
aws  which  materially  improve  California  schools.  This  year 
ilone.  these  improvements  will  cost  the  state  over  $77,000,000  in 
xcess  of  any  constitutional  requirement.  The  Legislature  has 
ilso  appropriated  to  offset  inflationary  trends.  The  Legislature 
las  been  generous  and  prompt  in  meeting  the  problems  as  they 
irise. 

There  is  no  present  evidence  of  a  financial  crisis  requiring  an 
idvance  in  State  school  apportionments.  No  constitutional 
imendment  is  needed  to  assure  that  the  Legislature  will  con- 
inue  to  provide  adequately  for  the  schools  of  California. 

The  States  of  California  and  New  York  have  traditionally  led 
he  nation  in  teachers'  salaries.  California  median  teachers'  sal- 
:ries  are  40  per  cent  higher  than  for  the  country  as  a  whole.  At 
he  present  time,  the  median  salary  for  elementar.v  schools  is 
3,721,  which  is  an  increase  of  47.2  per  cent  since  1946-47.  Sim- 
larly.  high  school  salaries  have  increased  from  $3,159  to  $4,524 

a  43.2  per  cent  increase.  In  the  same  period,  median  junior 
ollege  salaries  have  increased  from  $3,459  to  $5,081 — a  46.9 
pswing. 


Taxation:  Welfare  Exemption  of  Nonprofit  School  Property 

Extends  properly  tax  exemption,  known  as  welfare  exempflon,  fo  property 
used  exclusively  for  schools  of  less  than  collegiate  grade  owned  ond  operafed 
by  nonprofit  religious,  hospital  or  charitable  organliatlons.

Prohibits  imposition  of  administrative  restrictions  on  manner  in  which  blind 
recipient  spends  aid  payments.  Provides  that  sucli  old  payments  ore  for  benefit 
of  file  blind  recipient  alone  and  shall  not  be  regarded  as  Income  fo  any  person 
other  than  the  recipient.  Requires  State  Department  of  Social  Welfare  to  enforce 
such  provisions. 

This  amendment,  if  adopted,  would  establish  constitutional  ap- 
proval of  the  principle  of  paying  public  assistance  grants  in  ex- 
cess of  need.  The  aged  aid  program  is  already  a  tremendous  cost 
to  State  and  local  government.  Although  the  money  involved  in 
the  blind  aid  program  is  comparatively  small,  the  proposition,  if 
adopted,  would  set  a  dangerous  precedent  and  would  inevitably 
be  extended  to  those  receiving  aged  aid,  thereby  increasing  the 
cost  substantially.

Studies  of  this  proposition  by  ,vour  Chamber,  the  Senate  In- 
terim Committee  on  Social  Welfare,  and  analysts  throu.ghout 
the  State,  all  arrive  at  the  same  conclusions.  The  program  is  un- 
wicldly,  costly,  and  must  be  defeated. 

This  new  pension  scheme  is  another  attempt  by  Pension  Pro- 
moter George  McLain  to  control  the  State's  welfare  machinery. 
In  some  respects,  this  new  proposition  is  even  more  sweeping 
than  the  McLain  measure  which  squeezed  through  in  1948  and 
almost  bankrupted  the  State. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  it  will  increase  California's  old  age 
assistance  costs  by  more  than  $150,000,000  annually,  with  all  of 
its  liberalizations. 

Most  recipients  of  aged  aid  in  California  now  receive  $75  per 
month.  With  the  five-dollar  Federal  increase  recently  granted 
them,  they  will  receive  $80  per  month. 

As  in  the  past,  the  McLain  group  seeks  to  bring  the  operation 
of  the  program  under  the  State  and  thus  cut  out  local  control 
of  administration.  This  would  also  result  in  duplication  of  admin- 
istrative expenses.  The  additional  benefits  provided  under  the 
new  measure  would  also  be  expensive  to  administer. 

Repeal  of  relatives'  responsibility  would  also  open  the  door  to 
a  large  number  of  additional  recipients,  and  the  extra  medical 


and  funeral  benefits  would  further  spiral  costs  of  this  proposal. 
Monthly  spending  for  aged  aid  in  California  is  already  out- 
standingly high  for  the  nation.  In  the  last  reported  month,  Cali- 
fornia, with  a  population  of  10.586,000.  paid  out  $18,169,000  for 
aged  aid  while  the  four  other  largest  slates  in  the  Union,  with  a 
combined  population  of  41,986,000,  paid  out  only  $19,676,000.

Cross-filing  was  the  first 
system  to  give  the  people  a  real  voice,  regardless  of  party,  in 
government.  It  has  been  a  beneficial  part  of  the  State's  primary 
system  for  the  past  forty  years. 

Cross-filing  in  California  has  eliminated  political  boss  control 
in  this  State  and  has  successfully  prevented  the  development  of 
corrupt  State  and  municipal  political  machines.  It  puts  partisan 
requirements  on  the  voter  and  not  on  the  candidate,  yet  protects 
the  principle  of  party  responsibility  for  the  candidate.

Property  Tax  Statements 


Permits  annual  property  tax  statements  to  be  verified  by  taxpayer's  written 
decJorofion  under  penalty  of  perjury,  as  alterantlve  to  verification  by  oofli  af 
taxpayer. 

This  measure  would  permit  legal  filing  by  mail— instead  of  by 
personal  appearance  and  oath— of  taxpayer's  annual  statements 
of  real  and  personal  property  owned.  It  will  simplify  and  expe- 
dite filings,  while  offering  greater  convenience  to  taxpayers. 


PROPOSITION  NO.  18 

Comninnity  Redevelopment  Projects 

Authorizes  financing  cost  of  redevelopment  project  from  portion  of  revenue 
derived  from  taxes  on  taxable  property  within  project.  Provides  that  taxing 
agencies  shall  continue  to  receive  tax  revenues  based  on  ossessed  vafue  of  such 
property  at  time  of  approval  of  redevelopment  plan.  Authorizes  and  validates 
laws  permitting  use  of  additional  tax  revenue,  based  on  later  increases  In 
assessed  value,  for  payment  of  bonds  or  other  obligations  of  the  redevelopment 
agency  and  permitting  the  agency  to  pledge  such  income  as  security  for  its 
obligations. 

This  measure  is  intended  to  help  clear  blighted  areas  by  using 
tax  monies  to  pay  the  cost  of  clearing  the  land  for  a  redevelop- 
ment project.  The  tax  revenue  from  the  property  as  it  existed 
prior  to  redevelopment  would  continue  to  go  to  the  general  fund. 
The  additional  tax  revenue  resulting  from  the  increased  assessed 
value  of  the  project  (after  redevelopment)  would  be  used  for 
payment  of  interest  and  redemption  of  bonds  issued  by  a  rede- 
velopment agency. 

The  amendment  is  contrary  to  the  historical,  accepted  and 
workable  concept  of  the  incurring  of  debts  by  governmental 
units.  Article  XI,  Section  18  of  the  Constitution  prohibits  the 
incurring  of  debts  by  counties,  cities,  towns,  townships,  boards 
of  education  and  school  boards  in  excess  of  yearly  income  with- 
out consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  qualified  electors.  This  proposi- 
tion, if  adopted,  would  permit  redevelopment  agencies  to  "by- 
pass" the  voters  in  contracting  indebtedness. 

It  would  grant  to  a  redevelopment  agency  a  power  subject  to 
but  small  control  by  governmental  agencies  or  the  electorate. 
Redevelopment  agency  members  would  have  no  direct  responsi- 
bility to  the  electorate.

School  Construction  Bonds 


California's  school  and  pre-school  age  population  has  continued 
to  increase  at  record  rates  since  the  last  State  school  bond  issue 
of  $250,000,000  was  voted  by  the  people  in  1949.  Based  on  an 
attendance  of  35  pupils  per  room,  the  shortage  that  now  exists 
totals  13,151  classrooms.  During  this  school  term,  approximately 
one-third  of  California  school  children  are  being  denied  the  right 
of  equal  educational  opportunities  because  of  overcrowded  and 
makeshift  classrooms.  This  condition  exists  for  several  reasons: 
(1)  Increase  in  school  enrollment;  (2)  The  debt  limit  of  five  per 
cent  of  assessed  valuation  stopped  many  districts  from  necessary 
construction:  and  (3)   Rising  costs  of  construction. 

The  1949  $250,000,000  bond  issue  is  being  spent  at  the  rate  of 
$5,000,000  per  month.  The  $185,000,000  bond  issue  on  the  next 
ballot  proposes  to  continue  this  rate  of  monthly  expenditure.  If 
passed,  the  bond  proceeds  again  will  be  loaned  to  school  districts 
which  have  reached  their  debt  limit.  To  qualify  for  a  loan,  a 
school  district  must  have  voted  local  bonds  to  95  per  cent  of  its 
bonding  ability.  Borrowing  districts,  financially  able  to  do  so, 
must  repay  the  money  to  the  State.  It  is  estimated  that  one-half 
of  the  combined  $250,000,000  and  $185,000,000  will  be  repaid.  A 
fixed  tax  rate  for  debt  is  required.  Interest  payments,  within 
such  tax  rate,  must  be  paid  for  a  period  of  25  years  and  principal 
for  30  years.  No  money  can  be  borrowed  by  a  local  school  board 
unless  the  proposed  loan  is  approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
electors  of  the  district.  School  construction  financed  in  any  part 
by  loan  will  be  subject  to  cost  controls  to  be  established  by  State 
Allocations  Board.  To  encourage  school  districts  to  build  class- 
rooms during  the  period  of  critical  classroom  shortage,  multi- 
purpose rooms  I  which  are  additional  facilities)  must  be  repaid 
for  a  period  of  40  years.

While  this  measure  may  appear  to  be  a 
minor  technical  matter  as  to  whether  an 
appeals  board  can  grant  exceptions  from 
laws,  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  in 
cases  involving  hardships  or  practical  dif- 
ficulties, it  is  possible  that  much  of  the 
value  of  these  codes  and  laws  intended  to 
protect  people  and  property  is  at  stake. 
How  far  some  future  board  may  choose  to 
go  in  excepting  an  applicant  from  the  law 
is  unknown. 

If  the  present  codes  and  laws  are  .such  as 
to  cause  hardships  and  difficulties  it  would 
appear  that  they  need  amending  to  provide 
the  necessary  latitude  to  the  department 
and  appeals  board.  There  is  a  danger  that 
if  the  Board  of  Permit  Appeals  is  given  the 
power  it  would  be  capable  of  exercising 
under  this  amendment,  some  of  the  basic 
operations  of  city  and  county  government 
would  be  affected;  the  emphasis  would 
shift  from  the  departments  and  the  laws 
under  which  they  operate  to  the  Board  and 
its  interpretation  of  how  the  laws  should  be 
applied.

Receipt  of  merchandise  at  San  Fran- 
cisco's Foreign  Trade  Zone  at  Pier  45B  has 
jumped  almost  100  per  cent  in  the  last 
fiscal  vear,  according  to  a  report  made  pub- 
lic this  week  by  the  Chamber's  World 
Trade  Department. 

The  report,  made  by  Zone  Superintendent 
James  Campbell  through  the  Board  of 
State  Harbor  Commissioners,  covers  the 
fiscal  year  July  1,  1951  through  June  30  of 
this  year. 

It  reveals  a  total  increase  in  short  tons 
from  8.791  (1950-51)  to  16,588.  Foreign 
origin  merchandise  accounts  for  some  of 
the  increase  —  from  7,374  short  tons  to 
10,654 — but  the  greatest  growth  was  shown 
on  the  domestic  merchandise  side  of  the 
ledger  with  an  increase  from  1,415  to  5,933 
short  tons.

For  S.  F.  Freeways 

The  Chamber's  efforts  to  assure  early 
completion  of  planned  freeways  in  San 
Francisco  were  rewarded  this  week  with 
the  announcement  that  $6,615,000  would  be 
spent  for  projects  here. 

Allocations  to  San  Francisco  were: 

$2,250,000  to  acquire  various  rights-of- 
way  on  State  Highway  routes;  $3,350,000 
to  extend  the  Bayshore  Freeway  and  $1,- 
015,000  tor  completion  of  Wye  Viaduct  and 
connecting  ramps  at  the  intersection  of 
Bayshore  Freeway  and  13th  Street.  In- 
cluded in  the  acquisition  of  right-of-ways 
was  $1,750,000  for  the  proposed  Embarca- 
dero  Freeway  —  one  of  the  Chamber's 
recommendations. 

After  "continuing  and  thorough"  studies 
the  Chamber's  Traffic  and  Highway  Section 
headed  by  Leonard  S.  Mosias,  in  August 
presented  the  Highway  Commission  with  a 
brochure  with  recommendations  for  the 
budget  just  issued. 

As  a  follow-up  to  the  presentation  of  the 
brochure,  the  Chamber  group  met  with  the 
Commission  when  it  held  a  series  of  meet- 
ings in  San  Francisco  last  month,  and  con- 
ducted its  members  on  a  tour  of  the  recom- 
mended freeway  projects  in  this  area. 

Chamber  President  W.  P.  Fuller,  III, 
said,  "Mr.  Mosias  and  the  Traffic  and  High- 
way Section  are  to  bo  thanked  for  a  great 
service  to  the  Chamber  and  to  the  City."

lege" next  Tuesday — Election  Day. 

"This  is  a  fight,  a  fight  to  preserve  your 
liberty,  and  the  weapon  placed  in  your 
hands  is  your  right  to  vote,"  Mr.  Fuller 
said.

Report  by  the  Research  Department 


TREND 

Bay  Area  long-time  activity  records  arc 
being  shattered  by  the  increasing  develop- 
ment in  several  important  fields.  Estimated 
civilian  employment  for  the  6  Metropolitan 
Counties  in  September,  1952,  reached  a  now 
all-time  high  of  1,039,000  persons.  Financial 
transactions,  trade,  industrial  development, 
electrical  energy-  sales.  Airport  trafHc  and 
general  business  activity  for  the  first  three 
quarters  of  the  >ear  were  leading  all  pre- 
vious similar  periods. 

END  OF  THIRD   QUARTER 

Financial  transactions  in  the  Bay  Area, 
measured  by  bank  debits,  during  the  first 
9  months  accounted  for  307o  of  the  12th 
Federal  Reserve  District  total  debits  and 
amounted  to  $35.6  billion  or  $1.6  billion 
above  the  similar  period  last  jear.  Com- 
mitments for  new  industries  and  expansions 
in  the  12-County  Baj-  Region  are  well  along 
toward  $150,000,000  for  the  >ear;  during 
the  first  8  months  a  total  of  316  projects 
with  outlays  of  $99,700,000  were  reported. 
Electrical  energj-  and  gas  sales  for  the  first 
9  months  increased  3A'/r.  Retail  depart- 
ment store  sales  in  the  Metropolitan  Area 
at  the  end  of  9  months  were  2%  above  last 
year;  California  sales  2%,  and  the  12th 
District  sales  1%.  Sales  in  San  Francisco 
were  up  5'^c,  leading  all  key  cities  in  the 
District.  Pacific  Coast  Wholesalers  sales  in 
August,  reversing  the  national  pattern, 
were  27c  above  a  year  ago  compared  to  a 
drop  of  1%  in  the  nation.  The  8  months 
cumulative  sales  were  off  1%  compared  to 
2%  in  the  nation.  August  end-of-month 
wholesale  inventories  were  reported  15% 
below  a  year  ago. 

EMPLOYMENT  RATIOS  OF  MAJOR  INDUS- 
TRIAL GROUPS  CHANGE  LITTLE— EXCEPT 
IN   WORLD  WAR   II 

The  employment  pattern  in  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  Area,  according  to  latest  re- 
ports on  major  industrial  groups,  is  prac- 
tically identical  to  the  1940  pattern  despite 
the  big  swing  which  took  place  during 
World  War  II  period  when  manufacturing 
soared  to  38%  of  total  employment,  and 
service  and  trade  each  sagged  to  16^r.  The 
mid-August,  1952,  survey  revealed  the  fol- 
lowing distribution  in  non-agricultural  in- 
dustries in  the  6-County  area:  manufactur- 
ing 21%;  trade  22%;  transportation,  com- 
munications and  utilities  12%;  finance,  real 
estate  and  insurance  6%;  construction  7%.; 
and  government,  service  and  miscellaneous 
32%. 

URBAN   DEVELOPMENT 

Urban  development  in  the  Bay  Area  re- 
cently came  under  the  spotlight  with  new 
"Urbanized  Areas"  designated  by  the  U.  S. 
Bureau  of  the  Census.  The  urbanized  areas 
stringing  around  the  shores  of  the  Bay 
from  Vallejo  and  San  Rafael  on  the  north, 
to  and  including  San  Jose  on  the  south  with 
the  exception  of  the  strip  between  Hay- 
ward  and  Alviso  —  contain  347.9  square 
miles  of  land,  and  comprise  a  continuous 
urban  community  of  2,198,551  people,  tied 
together    in    mid-Bay    by    common    city 


boundaries  between  San  Francisco  and 
Berkeley,  San  Francisco  and  Oakland,  etc. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  City  of 
Los  Angeles  with  1,937,358  people  in  451 
.square  miles  of  land  area  has  228,193  fewer 
people  in  an  area  30%  larger. 


BAY  AREA  INTER-CITY   PASSENGER 
MOVEMENTS  SOARING 

Traffic,  another  phase  of  economic  de- 
velopment of  the  Bay  Area,  is  soaring.  The 
inter-city  passenger  movements  through 
San  Francisco's  east  bay,  north  bay,  and 
peninsula  gateways  this  year  are  running 
better  than  one-half  million  a  day  (538,000 
actually).  Vehicles  moved  797c  of  the  pas- 
sengers and  interurban  transit  21%.  Of  the 
total  inter-city  passenger  movements,  AT/o 
passed  through  the  Peninsula  gateway; 
39%,  by  the  Bay  Bridge;   and  147o   by  the

Golden  Gate  Bridge.  Vehicular  traffic  via 
the  Peninsula  has  risen  50%  in  the  past  5 
years;  Bay  Bridge  traffic  21%.;  and  Golden 
Gate  Bridge  traffic  437<>  during  the  same 
period. 

NORTHERN   CALIFORNIA   OUT-OF-STATE 
VEHICULAR   TRAFFIC   IMPORTANT 
MARKET   FACTOR 

Out-of-State  automobile  traffic  through 
Northern  California  gateways  during  the 
first  9  months  amounting  to  579,864  cars 
and  1,534,289  passengers  were  up  8.4%  and 
8.8%  respectively  compared  to  a  like  period 
last  year. 

TRANSPORTATION 

There  were  45,800  freight  car  movements 
in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  switching 
limits  in  September  or  5.47(i  above  last 
year  and  carried  the  9  months  cumulative 
to  365,766  cars.  September  ship  arrivals 
numbered  404  compared  to  392  last  Sep- 
tember and  the  9  months  cumulative  of 
3,649  was  up  10.17d. 

CONSUMER  PRICE   INDEX 

San  Francisco's  Consumer  Price  Index 
for  All  Items  on  September  15,  1952,  at 
195.6  was  0.4%.  below  the  June  level  but 
3.8%  above  September  last  year.  The 
March-June-September  quarterly  average 
was  3.4  7^  above  similar  period  last  year. 
Between  June  and  September,  1952,  Food 
prices  declined  2.67(i  and  Apparel  0.6%. 
House  Furnishings  increased  0.5%  and 
Miscellaneous  1.67^;  only  Rents,  and  Fuel. 
Electricity  and  Ice  remained  the  same.

Hits  Record  High   Big  "Business-Education  Day"  Program

San  Francisco  Bay  Region  industrial 
expansion  for  the  first  nine  months  of

World  Trade  Manager  At  Meetings  In 
East  On  Behalf  Of  Local  Traders 


Alvin  C.  Eichholz,  Manager  of  the  Cham- 
ber's World  Trade  Department,  left  yester- 
day for  New  York  to  join  a  large  delegation 
of  San  Francisco  trade,  finance  and  ship- 
ping officials  in  an  important  series  of  meet- 
ings on  foreign  trade.  The  most  significant 
of  the  series  will  be  the  National  Foreign 
Trade  Convention,  to  be  held  in  New  York 
November  17,  18  and  19. 

A  "better  world  through  increased  pro- 
duction and  wider  consumption"  is  the  un- 
derlying theme  of  the  convention,  Eichholz 
said.  Delegates  hope  to  lay  groundwork,  he 
explained,  whereby  private  enterprise  in 
continued  cooperation  with  government  can 
increase  production  to  the  point  where  it 
can  "fulfill  the  variety  of  human  wants  and 
at  the  same  time  build  up  our  defenses 
against  aggression." 


The  Convention  will  study  prospects  in 
American  foreign  trade  and  in\cslments 
with  a  view  to  increasing  international  com- 
merce through  San  Francisco  and  other 
ports  of  the  nation. 

Eichholz  will  also  represent  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  at  a  meeting  of  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  American  Importers  and 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  World  Trade  Secretaries  (of 
which  he  is  Pacific  Coast  Vice  President)  — 
both  in  New  York. 

He  will  then  visit  Washington  to  confer 
with  officials  of  various  government  depart- 
ments concerning  export  controls,  new  for- 
eign trade  zone  regulations,  licenses,  per- 
mits for  trade  with  Hong  Kong,  and  other 
matters  of  importance  to  San  Francisco 
traders. 


Chamber  Participates  In

Resumption  of  extensive  new  ship  con- 
struction by  a  West  Coast  yard  will  be 
marked  next  Thursday  by  the  laying  of  the 
keel  for  the  first  of  five  high-speed  cargo 
vessels  to  be  built  at  the  Bethlehem  Pa- 
cific Coast  Steel  Corporation  under  a  Mari- 
lime  Administration  contract. 

(The  San  Francisco  Chamber  has  been 
active  since  early  this  year  in  encouraging 
governmental  shipbuilding  contracts  for 
San  Francisco  and  other  West  Coast  yards.  I 

The  long-awaited  keel-laying  event  will 
be  attended  by  Governor  Earl  Warren, 
Chamber  and  City  officials  and  legislative 
representatives. 

T.  C.  Ingersoll,  general  manager  of  Beth- 
lehem Pacific's  Shipbuilding  Division,  said 
the  first  vessel  will  be  completed  next  sum- 
mer. He  declared  employment  at  the  yard 
on  new  construction  alone  is  expected  to 
reach  a  peak  of  3500.

To  aid  in  perfecting  and  maintaining  a 
modern,  workable  building  code  for  San 
Francisco,  the  Chamber  has  established  a 
Building  Code  Section,  it  was  announced 
this  week  by  Director  John  B.  Watson, 
Chairman  of  the  Special  Projects  Commit- 
tee. Deficiencies  in  San  Francisco's  code, 
Watson  said,  gave  rise  to  the  decision  to 
establish  the  new  Section. 

It  will: 

(1)  Investigate  the  problem  of  building 
code  modernization  for  San  Francisco; 

(2)  Study  and  develop  an  organization 
to  promote  cooperation  between  various  in- 
terests, the  general  public  and  city  auth- 
orities; 

(3)  Develop  and  implement  a  workable 
method  of  regularly  amending  the  Code, 
appealing  enforcement  decisions,  and  keep- 
ing the  Code  workable  and  up  to  date. 

Approximately  15  representatives  of  the 
various  engineering,  building  and  other  al- 
lied industries  here  will  be  selected  on  a 
continuous  basis  to  serve  as  members  of 
the  new  Section,  Watson  said.

MORRISON  PLANETARIUM  IN  OPERATION 


San  Francisco  became  the  seventh  Amer- 
ican city  to  acquire  a  major  planetarium 
last  Thursday  when  the  Alexander  F.  Mor- 
rison Planetarium  in  Golden  Gate  Park  was 
dedicated.  Operation  of  the  unique  facility 
will  be  the  responsibility  of  the  California 
Academy  of  Sciences  of  which  Francis  P. 
Farquhar  is  president.  Dr.  Robert  C.  Miller 
is  director,  and  J.  W.  Mailliard,  Jr.,  is  chair- 
man of  the  Academy's  Board  of  Trustees. 

Housed  under  an  aluminum  dome  65  feet 
in  diameter,  the  instrument  projects  onto 
the  ceiling  the  images  of  the  sun.  moon,  the 
five  planets  and  approximately  3800  stars. 


A  projector  is  capable  of  duplicating  with 
a  high  degree  of  precision  all  of  the  appar- 
ent changes  and  movements  that  take  place 
in  the  heavens. 

Funds  for  the  building  were  donated  to 
the  California  Academy  of  Sciences  by 
public-spirited  citizens  and  school  children 
in  San  Francisco  and  neighboring  cities.  An 
initial  gift  of  $200,000  came  from  the  estate 
of  May  Treat  Morrison,  widow  of  Alexander 
F.  Morrison. 

Members  of  the  operations  staff  are 
George  W.  Bunton,  lecturer  and  Planetar- 
ium manager:  Leon  E.  Salanave,  lecturer 
and  Alvin  C.  Gundred,  technician.

Passenger  Movements  To 
San  Francisco  Show  Big 
Increase   In  Two  Years 

A  Chamber  survey  revealed  last  week 
that  daily  passenger  movements  to  and 
from  San  Francisco  have  jumped  more 
than  40  per  cent  in  three  years  and  that 
almost  half  the  traffic  entering  and  leaving 
the  city  comes  from  the  Peninsula. 

Average  daily  in-and-out  passenger 
movements  now  amount  to  over  538,000 
(total  number  of  people  coming  and  going) 
compared  to  384,000  in  1949,  according  to 
the  report  by  the  Chamber's  Research  De- 
partment. 

Other  factors  developed  were: 

(1)  78.6  per  cent  of  the  people  (422,646) 
travel  in  automobiles  and  21.4  per  cent  by 
interurban  transit. 

(2)  47.3  per  cent  of  the  total  comes  from 
the  Peninsula;  38.5  per  cent  from  the  East 
Bay  and  14.2  per  cent  from  the  North  Bay. 

(3)  The  automobile  load  was:  Peninsula. 
119,405;  East  Bay,  85,749  and  North  Bay, 
36,358.

This  year's  ex- 
pansion just  through  September  for  the 
Bay  Region  thus  exceeds  the  1951  12- 
months  total  by  almost  ten  million  dollars. 
As  for  nine-months  comparisons,  the  Bay 
Region  cumulative  totals  through  Septem- 
ber exceed  the  similar  period  last  year  by 
$51  million.  In  San  Francisco,  the  nine- 
months  total  exceeded  last  year's  nine- 
months  total  by  $1,367,443.

Citing  benefits  to  the  public  in  the  form 
of  improved  television  reception  and  the 
simplification  of  receiving  antennas,  the 
Chamber's  Television  Sub-committee  has 
recommended  that  all  new  TV  stations  join 
with  existing  outlets  in  the  use  of  present 
transmitter  locations  on  Mt.  Sutro  and  Mt.

The  Sub-committee,  chairmanned  by  Irv- 
ing C.  Irelan,  favors  concentration  of  all 
transmitters  in  one  location.  Since  this  is 
unfeasible,  all  incoming  stations  will  be 
strongly  urged  to  use  one  of  the  two  sites 
now  in  existence.

Report  by  the  Researcli  Department 


October  1952 


TREND 

Business  trends  during  October  in  tlio 
Bay  Area  continued  upward  with  individual 
financial  transactions  setting  a  new  montli- 
ly  high  of  $4.3  billion  or  5%  above  a  jear 
ago.  Civilian  employment  in  the  Metropol- 
itan Area,  estimated  at  1,042,000,  was  just 
under  September  the  all-time  high  of  1,- 
044,600  persons  (revised).  October  ship  ar- 
rivals in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  attained 
the  highest  monthly  record  in  many  years, 
and  registered  tonnage  was  just  under  the 
all-time  high  of  August.  Retail  department 
store  sales  in  the  Metropolitan  Area  were 
at  a  new  October  high.  Investments  in  Bay 
Region  industrial  projects  soared  to  $42.0 
million  in  September.  The  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  General  Business 
Activity  Index  recorded  a  new  October  high 
of  132.4,  6.3%  above  a  year  ago. 

THE   10-MONTHS  CUMULATIVE 

Bay  Area  individual  financial  transactions 
at  the  end  of  the  10  months  of  $39.9  billion 
were  up  $1.8  billion  or  4.7%  above  last  year 
and  accounted  for  30.25%  of  the  12th  Dis- 
trict total  compared  to  30.57%  last  year. 
Bay  Region  investments  for  industrial  ex- 
pansions and  new  plants  established  a  new 
all-time  high  of  $141,725,204  or  $10  million 
above  the  full  year  of  1951,  and  $51  million 
above  the  comparable  period  last  year.  Re- 
tail department  store  sales  for  the  10  months 
exceeded  like  period  last  year  by  2%^;  and 
sales  in  San  Francisco  were  up  6%.  Install- 
ment purchases  in  department  stores  in 
September  accounted  for  14%.  compared  to 
10%  a  year  ago;  regular  charge  accounts 
for  44%  compared  to  48%;  and  cash  and 
C.O.D.  for  42%,  the  same  as  last  year  in 
the  S.F.-Oakland  Metropolitan  Area. 

Pacific  Coast  Wholesaler  sales  for  the 
first  9  months  were  identical  to  the  same 
period  last  year  while  sales  in  the  nation 
were  down  1%.  Out-of-State  automobile 
traffic  entering  Northern  California  gate- 
ways during  the  10  months  reached  638,241 
cars  and  1,689,088  passengers,  a  gain  of 
8.2%  in  automobiles  and  9.5%  in  passengers 
over  last  year. 

CONSTRUCTION   AND   REAL  ESTATE 

Construction  employment,  a  good  index 
of  the  volume  of  construction  activity  in 
the  Metropolitan  Bay  Area  during  the  past 
three  months,  was  about  2%  above  the  sim- 
ilar period  last  year  and  November  activity 
may  exceed  last  November  by  almost  6%^. 
Handicapped  by  Federal  regulations  and 
industrial  disputes,  the  activity  for  the  first 
7  months  of  the  year  was  13.5%  lower  than 
similar  period  last  year.  Meti-opolitan  Area 
residential  permits  provided  for  15,529 
dwelling  units  during  the  first  nine  months, 
of  which  13,368  were  single-family  units 
according  to  the  U.  S.  Dept.  of  Labor.  San 
Francisco  building  permits  value  in  October 
exceeded  last  year  by  113%.  The  10  months 
cumulative  of  $40  million  was  14.4%  under 


last  year  but  new  residential  construction 
value  of  nearly  $14  million  was  only  1% 
under  last  year  and  provided  for  1,542 
dwelling  units  (8  fewer  than  last  year),  and 
more  than  one-half  or  811  were  single-fam- 
il>  units.  There  were  654  multi-family  units 
authorized  in  San  Francisco  or  more  than 
double  the  number  for  the  same  period 
last  year.  The  value  of  additions,  alterations 
and  repairs  to  housekeeping  dwellings  dur- 
ing the  10  months  amounting  to  over  $4 
million,  was  up  13.2%.  Real  estate  deeds 
recorded  in  San  Franicsco  during  the  first 
10  months  numbered  15,423  and  were  6.3%. 
below  last  year. 

TRANSPORTATION 

There  were  4,113  ship  arrivals  in  San 
Francisco  Bay  during  the  first  10  months 
or  an  average  of  over  13  per  day.  This  was 
11.6%  above  the  previous  year.  Freight  car 
movements  in  San  Francisco  -  Oakland 
switching  limits  of  48,724  during  October 
attained  the  highest  level  this  year,  bring- 
ing the  cumulative  to  415,490  compared  to 
403,107  last  year,  an  increase  of  2.8%r.  The 
Port  of  San  Francisco  reported  495,889 
revenue  tons  during  October  or  5.4%f  below 
last  year  and  the  10  months  total  of  4,- 
791,044  revenue  tons  was  down  13%;  for- 
eign commerce  accounted  for  almost  one- 
half  of  the  10  months  total  and  was  16.5%t> 
below  last  year;  coastwise  commerce  ac- 
counted for  119,000  tons  and  was  the  only 
division  showing  an  increase  and  amounted 
to  13.8%'  over  last  year;  intercoastal  ton- 
nage was  off  26%. 


UTILITIES 

Electrical  energy  sales  exclusive  of  street 
railway  and  street  lighting  attained  the 
highest  October  level  on  record  and  were 
4.3%  above  last  year,  with  the  10  months 
cumulative  sales  up  3.4%.  Industrial  and 
commercial  gas  sales  were  up  4.7%  and 
3.5%  for  the  cumulative  period.  Industrial 
and  commercial  water  sales  for  October 
were  6.2%  above  a  year  ago  and  the  cumu- 
lative was  up  1.9%o. 

INTER-CITY  TRAFFIC 

Bay  Bridge  vehicle  crossings  of  25,784,446 
during  the  first  10  months  were  2.1%  above 
a  year  ago.  Golden  Gate  Bridge  crossings 
of  9,878,417  were  9.2%  above  last  year.

Industrial  expansion  in  San  Francisco, 
the  Bay  Region  and  Northern  California 
continued  at  record-setting  paces  through 
October,  it  was  reported  today  by  the 
Chamber's  Industrial  Department.  Compar- 
ing only  the  first  ten  months  of  1952 
against  the  twelve  months  of  1951,  San 
Francisco  is  9.6  per  cent  or  $814,920  ahead 
and  the  Bay  Region  is  15.1  per  cent  or  $19,- 
950,869  ahead.  Northern  California,  though 
lagging  behind  the  1951  year-end  total,  is 
$20,354,374  ahead  of  the  first  ten  months 
of  1951. 

The  major  part  of  this  growth,  according 
to  the  report,  was  in  peace-time  industries. 

"These  facilities  may  be  converted  if  de- 
fense demands,"  said  H.  H.  Fuller,  Chair- 
man of  the  Chamber's  Industrial  Advisory 
Committee.

The  Golden  Gate  Bridge  problem  re- 
\ol\es  around  recommendations  by  many 
—including  Senator  J.  F.  McCarthy,  Chair- 
man, Senate  Interim  Committee  on  Golden 
Gate  Bridge  Problems,  who  appeared  before 
the  Section  November  26 — that  decreased 
cost  to  the  public  would  result  from  State 
control  of  the  Bridge.  The  question  of  the 
State's  taking  over  liabilities  could  be 
solved  according  to  Golden  Gate  Bridge 
and  Highway  officials  who  were  also  pres- 
ent at  the  November  26  meeting- -either 
through  legislative  action  or  Constitutional 
amendment. 

The  Key  System  is  requesting  Public  Util- 
ities Commission  permission  to  discontinue 
its  A  and  B  lines  across  the  Bay  Bridge 
because  of  the  high  cost  of  necessary  im- 
provements.

The  slalemcnl  of  policy  by  the  Cham- 
ber's  Board  of  Directors  was  the  outgrowth 
of  recent  study  by  the  Agricultural  Com- 
mittee, headed  by  John  Lawler,  of  contin- 
ued retention  by  the  Air  Force  of  86,000 
acres  of  valley  and  foothill  land  in  Yuba 
and  Nevada  Counties  designated  as  the 
Beale  Air  Force  Base. 

Following  up  the  policy  statement,  the 
Chamber  will  request  the  Armed  Services 
Committees  of  Congress  to  "determine  the 
facts  about  land  held  by  the  Armed  Serv- 
ices in  California  which  is  not  used,  for 
which  higher  uses  are  indicated  or  for 
which  less  valauble  land  might  be  substi- 
tuted." 

Earlier  this  year,  the  Airriciiltiiriil  Com- 
mittee was  authorized  by  the  Board  to  "en- 
K'ajfe  in  a  program  toward  the  improvement 
of  California's  potential  range-hmds  to 
help  assure  an  adequate  food  supply  for 
the  State's  rapidly  growins:  population."

It  will  be  stripped  to  the  exterior  sh<4l 
and.  in  efteet,  a  modern  threi'-story  build- 
inu  will  he  constriieted  inside  the  xenerable 
Nuidmark.  The  entire  pro.jeet  is  scheduled 
to  take  18  months  after  contracts  are  let. 

Current  plans  do  not  include  louchin,' 
the  famous  23.'5-foot   tower. 

The  Harbor  Board  will  be  responsible  for 
maintaining  the  Center  and  for  rcntin.i; 
space  to  individual  tenants.  Its  142,000 
square  feet  of  floor  space  will  pro\ide 
every  facility  required  for  world  trade.  Ap- 
proximately 70,000  square  feet  will  go  to 
display  space  where  importers  and  export- 
ers, manufacturers,  foreign  go\-ernments 
and  others  can  .set  up  permanent  or  tem- 
porar.\'  e.xhihits  of  commodities.
